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ARMY GAYS 
SPEAK OUT 


A quick look at the press coverage of the 
fracas over gays in the military might lead 
the average media consumer to at least one 
erroneous conclusion: gays in the military 
are white, male, and most definitely blond. 

“It’s certainly demoralizing to gays and 
lesbians of color who are in the service,” 
says Perry Watkins, retired Army sergeant 
first class. Watkins is an African-American 
who successfully challenged the military 
ban in court and served as an openly gay 
soldier (see “Freedom Watch,” page 20). 
All those blonds, he says, typify the biases 
of both the mainstream press and the na- 
tional gay and lesbian organizations, which 
have done little to include gay men of col- 
or and lesbians in the public debate. “I feel 
particularly left out, and I’m the only per- 
son who’s ever gone to the Supreme Court 
and been successful in a challenge.” 

Miriam Ben-Shalom, founder of the 41- 
chapter Gay, Lesbian, and Bisexual Veter- 
ans of America, finds the absence of les- 
bians in the debate particularly galling, 
since lesbians are discharged from the mil- 
itary at a rate three times that for gay men. 
Ben-Shalom herself waged a 17-year court 
battle with the Army, which discharged her 
for being a lesbian in 1976. A federal dis- 
trict court ordered her reinstatement in 

1980, but the Army refused to allow her to 
re-enlist when her tour of duty ran out. 
The courts upheld the Army’s refusal. 

Ben-Shalom says lesbians are often 
turned in by male co-workers whose sexu- 
al advances they refuse. 

“Look at the case of Heide de Jesus, a 
Latina lesbian,” says Ben-Shalom. “José 
Sanchez, an Army Reserve captain, made 
a pass at her. She declined. Then he used 
government equipment to stalk and surveil 
her. He discovered that she is a lesbian. 
He told her that if she did not sleep with 
him, he would turn her in. This man who 

violated the Army’s sexual-harassment pol- 
icy still remains in service and is not being 
punished, while de Jesus is in the process 
of being discharged.”

News item: 22 present or former resi- 
dents of the Charles Newtown housing de- 
velopment in Charlestown have been in- 
dicted by a federal grand jury on charges 
they lied about their incomes to gain 
$250,000 in rent subsidies. 

Among those indicted — former New- 
town development-board member Alice 
McGoff, a Charlestown antibusing activist 
whose story was featured in J. Anthony 
Lukas’s Pulitzer Prize-winning chronicle of 
Boston’s school-busing turmoil, Common 
Ground. 

The continuing probe into fraud at New- 
town reportedly may focus on how board 
members were able to choose new tenants 
for vacant apartments in possible violation 
of federal fair-housing laws. “This may 
be,” one source told the Boston Globe, “the 
only all-white Section 8 housing project in 
the US.” 

From Common Ground: “Months be- 
fore, she’d tried to get into the Bunker Hill 
Project, but apartments there were scarce, 
the application process heavily bureaucrat-

exceptional “charac- 
ter” and the positive 
influence he’ll have 
on his new team. 

“Andre Dawson is 
the finest person I 
have met in more 
than 20 years cover- 
ing baseball,” Gam- 
mons wrote the day 
after Dawson signed. 
He quoted former 
manager Dick Wil- 
liams as saying, “I’ve 
never seen a player 
who better stood up 
to adversity than 
Dawson,” and former teammate Tim 
Raines, who said, “He’s the biggest influ- 
ence on my life.” Red Sox management, 
Gammons wrote, believes “Dawson will 
have a tremendous influence on [Mo] 
Vaughn, Ellis Burks [since released], John 
Valentin and almost all the other players,” 
and that he’ll help lift “the haze that hovers 
around the franchise.” Gammons conclud- 
ed that Dawson could “be one of the most 
significant signings in franchise history.” 

Dawson sounds like a solid citizen, but 
it’s worth digging up what Gammons had 
to say two years ago when the Sox signed 
another aging slugger, Jack Clark, who 
was also reputed to be rich in character. 

“Clark gives the Red Sox a force and 
presence they have sorely lacked the last 
couple of years,” Gammons wrote. He 
went on to tab Clark “an ardent student of 
hitting who should help Vaughn and Phil 
Plantier, and a personality that should help 
Burks rise out of his shell.” 

And, of course, Clark had touched the 
lives of many of his former teammates, too: 
“Don Mattingly, Dave Winfield and Dave 
Righetti loved Clark. Go back to the Cardi- 
nals. He was very close to Whitey Herzog. 
He was one of John Tudor’s favorites, and 
the Tudor Test is a character examination 
of the first order,” Gammons declared. 

Of course, Clark was also supposed to 
wear out Fenway’s left-field wall. To this 
point, though, all he’s worn out has been 
his welcome and his credit line.

Cosmic Cinema, the Monday-night in- 
dependent-film, music-video, and cult- 
classic series that’s been showing at the 
Other Side Café, on upper Newbury 
Street, since October, has been canceled. 

The Neighborhood Association of the 
Back Bay, which wields a lot of clout in 
the area, is opposing the Other Side’s ap- 
plication to the city for an entertainment 
license and expanded-occupancy permit, 
both of which are necessary if the café 
wants to continue to provide in-house en- 
tertainment for capacity crowds. 

The popular, retro-’60s coffee house, 
now licensed to serve food, beer, and wine 
to 29 people, has been “turning people 
away” from its door at 407 Newbury 
(across Mass Ave), according to Other Side 
co-owner Sean Collins. 

“We had no idea, when we started this 
place, it would catch on and that we’d need 
to expand. We were showing films without 
a permit. So we called the Back Bay Asso- 
ciation, and said, ‘We realize we were 
wrong, and we want to work with you,’ ” to 
obtain the licensing permits, Collins says. 

The association rebuffed the suggestion. 

Collins says he and his business partner, 
Jeff Galia, are looking into ways they can 
obtain expansion and entertainment per- 
mits “so we can start up again soon.”

Maybe you should 
listen to Extreme’s three CDs before 
you criticize their spirituality — read 
the lyrics at the same time. Each per- 
son’s spirituality is personal, and it is 
not up to you to decide if they are 
right or wrong. Just because it may 
not coincide with your beliefs doesn’t 
mean it’s not valid. Then you want 
them to push politics down people’s 
throats.

The following se- 
lections were culled from our back files. 


TOWERING 

Five years ago: February 12, 1988 

» The music-and-video superstore Tower Records had 
just landed on the corner of Mass Ave and Newbury Street. 
Larry Albert reported that, thanks to Los Angeles architect 
Frank Gehry, the corner was now a cornerstone. 

“But Gehry hasn’t just made the building more appro- 
priate to its context, he’s given it some passion. Certainly 
you could design a renovation sensitive to the same contex- 
tual requirements that would not be as daring, as fresh, 
and as uncynical as this building is. What’s most attention- 
getting is what’s been added. A cornice is often considered 
decorative. Gehry’s cornice — the salient feature of the 
building now — doesn’t seem to have much to do with the 
decorative arts. It is big, sculptural, unwieldy, sheathed in 
metal, and supported by struts braced a full story below. 
The struts are energetic too, like a winning football team 
carrying its coach off the field. (Gehry says a smaller cor- 
nice would have been too ‘wimpy.’)” 


STAR LIGHT, STAR BRIGHT 
10 years ago: February 15, 1983 
» The sugary infotainment program Entertainment 
Tonight, still going strong at 7:30 every weeknight on 
Channel 4, started airing in 1980 on Channel 7. Josh Ko- 
rnbluth, himself an avid watcher, explained its success. 
“Sure, ET (sorry, Spielberg, they had it first) is peopled 
with People people — TV stars, movie stars, recording stars, 
Willard Scott. But the show has preened and polished itself 
into a 30-minute video bauble that can be enjoyed by the en- 
tire family: baby Biff, watching from his crib, is delighted by 
the kinetic neon signs and the bright lights and the catchy 
theme music; teen Tina learns that Lisa Hartman, of Knots 
Landing, is an actress who longs to be a singer; college-age 
Chrissie finds the whole thing wonderfully camp; and par- 
ents Oz and Har are relieved to watch a ‘news’ show in 
which the most downbeat report is from Dyan Cannon’s 
flood-swept Malibu home. The jittery, careering product of 
incessant tinkering, ET has become more exciting than most 
of its lionized subjects — tomorrow evening there could be 
a feature on the Birth Defects of the Stars, or an exposé of 
the tossed salad at Sardi’s, or a tour of Liberace’s closet.” 


SNOWBOUND 
15 years ago: February 14, 1978 
» Reporter Dave O’Brian, who ventured into the Back Bay 








| the morning after the Great Blizzard of ’78, equated the 
| scene to a winter carnival. 














“Comm Ave was a walkway again, as intended. And the un- | 


plowed, tree-lined mall had become a cross-country ski trail. 


| All that was needed was an occasional horse-drawn sleigh, 


rather than those oil trucks, army jeeps and police cruisers, to 
transport us back in time a century or more. Boylston Street, 
from the Pru down to Park Square, seemed for its part to have 
been transformed, by popular whim, into a sort of carnival

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Out of touch 


Schools chief Paul Parks is the 


right man in the wrong place

he Boston Public Schools — 
tortured over poor student 
performance, an inexorable 
middle-class evacuation, and 
criticism across so wide a 
political spectrum that it’s spurred talk of 
“walk-to” schools again — are experienc- 
ing a crisis of confidence reminiscent of 
the Boston Police Department’s following 
its handling of the Carol Stuart murder 
case in 1989. 

In the case of the Police Department, 
outrage lingers over Commissioner Mick- 
ey Roache’s perceived failure to address 
allegedly abusive, racist police behavior 
during the Stuart investigation. And the 
department’s failings remain a major 
blight on the record of Roache’s mentor, 
Mayor Ray Flynn. 

But the whole police fiasco could be a 
mere rumbling compared to the imminent 
eruption over the Boston school system, a 
symbol of the consequences of political ve- 
nality and incompetence that appears to 
have been unimproved by the advent of 
Flynn’s appointed school committee in 
December 1991. 

And right there with Flynn in the path of 
the lava flow is the mayor’s hand-picked 
chairman of his hand-picked school com- 
mittee, Paul Parks, a seminal figure in the 
schools’ troubled history whose current 
political and intellectual predicament 
speaks volumes about why this most cru- 
cial urban institution remains a basket 
case. 

In the early 1960s, Parks, then an

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earnest young NAACP activist, would per- 
sonally pick up Boston School Committee 
chairwoman Louise Day Hicks in South 
Boston and drive her to meetings with dis- 
enfranchised black parents in a valiant, but 
ultimately fruitless, effort to win her sup- 
port for school desegregation. For Parks, 
an Indiana native who was among the 
American infantrymen who liberated the 
Nazi death camps at the end of World War 
II and who broke a color line in 1951 by}: 
becoming Stone & Webster’s first black 
engineer, soothing the city’s deeply rooted 
racial tensions must have seemed a rea- 
sonably achievable task. 

Thirty years later, after decades of pre- 
cisely the sort of busing-related racial 
strife and class conflict he was hoping to 
avoid, Parks in some quarters doesn’t even 
command the same patience he once ac- 
corded Hicks. 

“He’s really not onto the issues that are 
relevant today and the real concerns about 
the schools,” says Loretta Roach, acting 
executive director of the Citywide Educa- 
tional Coalition, a parents’ advocacy 
group. “Parks has fundamentally missed 
listening to the parents and what their real 
concerns are.” 

“Considering the state of this school 
system, the fact that someone has had a 
distinguished record in [its] service is 
something to be frightened of,” says 
Steven Wilson, of the Pioneer Institute, 
author of a recent analysis of the system’s 
myriad woes. 

“Because of his allegiance to Flynn, 
Parks can’t provide the leadership that he 
might have been able to provide given oth-

er circumstances,” says longtime analyst of 
Boston politics Joseph Slavet, a senior fel- 
low at UMass/Boston’s McCormack Insti- 
tute of Public Affairs.

Parks is the Mickey Roache 
of the public school system.”

Like Roache, Parks, 70, is 
a generally well-liked fixture 
in community affairs, a good 
family man who monitored 
his first school-board meeting 
in 1957. Parks has since paid 
his social-activism dues in 
full, as a key party to the law- 
suit that ended de facto 
school segregation and as a 
crucial link between Boston’s 
white political-power struc- 
ture and black community. 

Even his harshest critics ac- 


sure of Parks’s altruism that, 
at age 70, a year after suffer- 
ing a heart attack, he’s even 
willing to take on the thank- 
less chairman’s job, for which 
he’s refused to accept the 
available $7500 stipend. 

And after 12 months of ex- 
ternal vitriol and internal frat- 
ricide, it’s fair to say the city’s 
shaky experiment with an ap- 
pointed school committee 
would be even shakier had 


apply the same conciliatory 
skills he exercised during the school-bus- 
ing wars. 

But Parks shares Roache’s disease, as 
well. 

The appointed school committee’s year 
of drift and dissonance is reminiscent of 
Roache’s rudderless tenure. Critics who 
dismiss Parks as a Flynn puppet find sus-

tenance in his parroting of Flynn’s party 
line on the schools, most notably the dubi- 
ous assertion that, a year after the mayor 
assumed unprecedented control of the 
school board, the system’s continued fail- 
ings are anybody’s fault but Flynn’s. 

And after a Phoenix interview in which 
Parks performed a life-like impersonation 
of Flynn’s visionless, paranoia-tinged de- 
fense of the school board’s performance, 
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FEBRUARY 12, 
to the city’s Zoning Board of Appeals and 
a donor of more than $2000 to Flynn’s 
campaign kitty, resents but doesn’t seri- 
ously dispute the contention that he’s a 
Flynn house man. 

“Even if the mayor did have all of us un- 
der his control, he took over the school 
system, and he is responsible for it,” says 
Parks. “His motivation and our motivation 
are on the same track in terms of saying

the same sort of question arises about him 
that’s been asked about Roache ever since 
the cops fingered Willie Bennett for a 
crime he didn’t commit: is Parks capable 
of playing a constructive role in the des- 
perately needed reform of the city’s trou- 
bled public schools?

we want to create an outstanding school 
system.” 

Parks backs up that assertion by sin- 
gling out Flynn’s favorite culprits for the 
system’s wretched performance — the 
Boston Teachers Union (whose president, 
Ed Doherty, was Flynn’s hapless 1991 re- 
election opponent), and the Republican 
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state admintstration (headed by William 
Weld, potentially Flynn’s next political ad- 
versary). 

“It’s the politics of elitism, looking at 
people and saying ‘those folks are low- 
class, poor, so why waste resources on 
them?’ ” says Parks. “And we have a class 
system in the schools, where middle-class 
teachers are teaching poor youngsters, and 
far too many of them just don’t respect 
those kids.” 

The mayor couldn’t 
have put it better. And that 
fact poses a credibility 
problem for Parks. 

“His view that white 
teachers don’t value or re- 
spect black children is a 
gross injustice, very regret- 
table, and incredibly nega- 
tive,” says an infuriated 
Doherty. And given that 
Boston already spends close 
to $8000 per student — 30 
percent above the average 
per-pupil expenditure in 12 
comparable urban school 
districts nationwide — “the 
very thought that Paul 
Parks would claim the solu- 
tion is to pump more mon- 
ey in is insulting and an ex- 
ercise in mindless finger- 
pointing,” says Wilson. 

It’s not surprising that 
Parks would mimic Flynn’s 
defensive nostrums. 

of 

Parks describes himself as 
“a conciliator,” but there 
have been moments in his 
public career when he’s 
seemed more messenger 
than mediator. For exam- 
ple, his relationship with 
former Mayor Kevin White, 
who twice appointed Parks 
to the board of the Boston Public Library, 
was such that a 1984 Boston Globe edito- 
rial described Parks and two other trustees 
as “so closely connected to the inner 
workings of the White administration that 
it was difficult to separate them from their 
political identities.”

In an interview shortly after his December 1991 ap- 
pointment as chairman, Parks conceded he “hadn’t even 
thought about” joining the appointed committee until he 
received phone calls urging him to do so from “friends” 
and “people from the mayor’ s office.” And when some of 
the appointed committee’s early budget-cutting and hiring 
moves drew fire from within the black community, Parks 
publicly accused three former minority school-committee 
members who had fought Flynn’s appointed-committee 
plan — John O’Bryant, Juanita Wade, and Jean McGuire 
— of fomenting the dissension, a charge that was never 
substantiated. 

And it’s Flynn, not Weld or Doherty, who’s had an 
openly contentious relationship with the system’s black su- 
perintendent, Lois Harrison-Jones. “The system’s prob- 
lems aren’t money problems as much as training, policy, 


and advocacy problems,” says Elisa. “Flynn and Parks 
can’t stay at war with the 


teacher’s union or the su- 
perintendent and pretend 
they’re trying to help our 
children.” 

Indeed, Parks acknowl-

For instance, when Fly- 
nn planted one of his closest aides, Robert Consalvo, as ex- 
ecutive secretary to the appointed committee, it prompted 
an uproar from those who saw Consalvo’s presence as a 
direct challenge to the superintendent’s authority. Parks 
vigorously defended the move at the time. But when Con- 
salvo resigned last November out of what he said was frus- 
tration over the slow pace of school reform, Parks quickly 
accepted the resignation before a reluctant Flynn could talk 
Consalvo out of it. 

Asked about that affair recently, Parks sounded like a 
classic bureaucrat glorifying the status quo. 

“Bob Consalvo did an excellent job,” says Parks. “His 
weakness was he had a background in education. He want- 
ed to get involved in influencing policy because he felt ca- 
pable of doing that, and he was, but that wasn’t his job. He 
had a PhD, and educators who have PhDs see themselves 
as a cut above educators who have only a doctorate (DEd), 
like the superintendent. What I learned was I don’t want a 
person in that job who has that kind of background be- 
cause that sets up a conflict model, because that person 
tends to want to take on the superintendent’s ideas and 
challenge them, and that’s not what we’re looking for. 
We’re the ones who set policy and we’re the ones who ar- 
gue policy.” (Consalvo, now director of research for the 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority, did not return JOHN NORDELL 
repeated telephone calls 
requesting comment.)

Parks’s capacity to lead the committee suffers not only 
from his identification as the mayor’s designated flak- 
catcher and apologist, but from the vagueness of his own 
educational vision as well. Asked to describe it, he says 
only that “we worked out with the superintendent seven 
goals, and we’ve published those goals, and that sets the 
standard of where we want to go, and we're going in that 
direction very rapidly.” 
But the seven goals in question, outlined in a May 1992 
| statement, consist primarily of ambiguous bromides: “Mis- 
sion statement and strategic plan refined based upon needs 
| identified by the reviews and building on the multicultural 
| strengths of the city,” reads one promised step towards 
| “improved student performance” for the current school 
| year. And school-department sources concede there’s been | 
little progress yet on the statement’s more specific agenda. 
| The pragmatic goal of “books and supplies available when 
| school opens,” for example, was not met last fall. 
| “This committee has not had a good educational vision 
for the system,” complains Roach. “In that respect, it’s no | 
| different from any other committee we’ve had in the 
| past.” 
“Paul’s the chairman, and he needs to explain what’s the 
overall game plan,” says Joyce Ferriabough, of the Black 
| Political Task Force, a Parks admirer. “If he doesn’t have a 
clue, then I’m telling you we’re floating in a sinking boat.”

temic reform seems to have even intellec- 
tual appeal to Parks. 

So-called charter schools, a formula for 
allowing teachers and parents to form 
their own experimental schools that has 
produced some success stories in other 
cash-poor urban systems, have been en- 
dorsed by top legislative leaders such as 
House Education Committee Chairman 
Mark Roosevelt (D-Beacon Hill) and Sen- 
ate President William Bulger (D-South 
Boston), who have a major say in how 
much educational aid Boston receives. 

But Parks, who as a former state Com- 
missioner of Education ought to be famil- 
iar with the need to be conciliatory toward 
Beacon Hill, isn’t interested. “They’re so 
costly, nobody’s going to want to deal with 
them,” he says. “We should spend the 
money on this system instead.” 

Parks also has little use for school choice, 
the controversial concept which — judging 
from the years-long waiting list for the 
METCO program that buses inner-city mi- 
nority students to suburban schools — has 
considerable appeal to many urban parents. 

“When they talk about choice, what 
they’re really saying is we’re going to get 
those kids who are the achievers among 
the poor and move them out of there, and 
what’s going to be left behind are the kids 
who we don’t want to deal with. If you got 
there, then you’re going to have a group of 
people left behind who are angry and hos- 
tile. We’re so worried about maintaining 
some decorum and safety in the city, and 
what we’re going to end up with is nothing 


but pools of people who are angry and 
hostile and trying to destroy.” 

And concerning “walk-to” schools, a 
subject raised recently in light of the ap- 
parent resegregation of the system due to 
persistent white flight, Parks’s rhetoric 
evokes the position taken by Hicks and

have a system which perpetuates a state of 
virtual educational apartheid, where the 
only public-school students left are pri- 
marily low-income and children of color 
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— everyone else has exercised their right 
to opt out. That is the consequence of a 
complete loss of focus on quality.” 

Out-of-touch, intransigent, overly politi- 
cized leadership is what got the Boston 
schools in trouble 30 years ago. It would 
be a sad irony if one of the key players in a 
bygone triumph over that mindset were to 
be an instrument of its return at a time 
when the city’s schools are in dire need of 
focused, accountable management. 

“If it came down to my moral values 
versus staying here, I’ll leave and be an ad- 
vocate from outside again,” says Parks. 
The level of personal respect he’s accorded 
by supporters and critics alike speaks well 
of Parks’s personal morals. But other than 
covering Ray Flynn’s political backside, it’s 
unclear what his public values really are 
these days. 

And to the extent that Parks shares that 
shallow definition with the other members 
of a school board that’s voted the mayoral 
party line unanimously on 129 of the 130 
votes they’ve taken in over a year of exis- 
tence, it’s an unfortunate symbol of how far 
the Boston Public Schools have yet to travel 
before they find a path to respectability. 

“The problem is certainly not Paul Parks 
alone. The problem is the charade of au- 
tonomy that the appointed school commit- 
tee represents,” says former elected school 
committee president John Nucci, now a 
city councilor and frequent Flynn critic. 
“There is absolutely no independent 
thought going on, nor is there really any 
pretense of it.” QO

Visions is brainy 


but hip; astral 


projections at MASS MoCA 


by Maureen Dezell 


leasure, the final taboo in 
American culture, is the 
theme of the latest issue of 
Visions, the cerebral but 
heady and hot-selling 
Boston-based cinema/television-arts mag- 
azine, which hits subscribers’ mailboxes 
next week. 

Photographer Sam Shaw’s visions of 
Marilyn Monroe are the centerpiece of the 
issue. The magazine, which goes on the 





| newsstands March 5, also features inter- 


views with author Marguerite Duras as 
well as directors Gus Van Sant, John 
Sayles, and Leslie Harris. 

The spring 1993 issue should solidify 
the quarterly’s reputation as one of the the 
more intriguing film publications to come 
along in decades. It’s likely, too, to add 
more fans to the ranks of the many keep- 
ing their fingers crossed that the fledgling 
mag can stay afloat. 

Published out of a ramshackle office at the 
Boston Center for the Arts (BCA), on 
Tremont Street, Visions evolved from the bi- 
monthly Boston Film/Video Foundation 
(BF/VF) newsletter Inner Vision, 





which became a quarterly in-house 
magazine before it formally split from BF/VF 
in December 1991 and went independent. 

Funded by a grant from the John D. and 
Catharine T. MacArthur Foundation, indi- 
vidual contributions, advertising, and sales 
(its cover price is $5.50), Visions now 
boasts a circulation of 20,000 in the US, 
Canada, Europe, and Japan. According to 
editor/publisher Marie-France Alderman, 
each of the magazine’s issues has sold out. 

A cineast’s alternative to preview publi- 
cations and film-industry fanzines like Pre- 
miere and Entertainment Weekly, Visions is 
also quite unlike established academic 
journals: it’s decidedly of and about con- 
temporary culture. A reader doesn’t have 
to have spent much of his or her life in a 
screening room to enjoy it. 

The summer 1992 issue featured a cov- 
er story on “fearless filmmaker” John Cas- 
savetes, a look at African and Creole films 
presented at the Montreal Film Festival, 
reviews of several independent produc- 
tions, and a meditation on the male lead in 
Walt Disney’s Beauty and the Beast. 

A special fall 1992 edition called “Wom- 
en Under the Influence” was inspired by 
the first anniversary of the Anita Hill/ 
Clarence Thomas hearings. It included 
articles, reviews, and interviews by film- 
makers, scholars, TV producers, writers, 
performance artists, and critics on the 
representation of women in film, televi- 


sion, and the other media. 

Alderman wants Visions to be a cross- 
disciplinary publication for what she calls 
“socially conscious” writing about the me- 
dia. It provides a lively, entertaining forum 
for questions and concerns about femi- 
nism, gay identity, and progressive politics 
that are surfacing with increasing frequen- 
cy in the contemporary arts. 

“It’s for artists . . . who want to talk 
about cinema as art and the possibility of 
social change through cinema,” Alderman 
says. “It also incorporates intellectual ele- 
ments of a number of terrific publications 
that are feminist or African-American or 
politically correct or politically incorrect.” 

The fall issue of Visions, for example, 
included both a feature on feminist god- 
mother Kate Millett and an interview with 
Linda Williams, author of Hard Core: 
Power, Pleasure and the Frenzy of the Visi- 
ble, one of the more powerful scholarly, 
feminist arguments against censorship of 
pornography published in recent years. 
The magazine’s aim, says Alderman, was 
to examine “what women who watch 
movies and television think about how 
they are portrayed.” 

One of Alderman’s main goals is to

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“look at artistic ex- 

pression . . . to ask intelligent questions 
about film rather than about who’s in it or 
how much it’s made.” 

Though loath to compare her magazine 
to others, she will say, with evident pride, 
that whereas most film publications pre- 
viewed and reviewed the film The Lover, 
“we called up Marguerite Duras [whose 
book inspired the movie] in Paris, and 
asked her what she thought.” 

Visions has already attracted an appre- 
ciative following in Boston, Los Angeles, 
and New York, all independent filmmak- 
ing centers. But it has problems: 

¢ It’s hampered by a clunky design that 
sometimes makes it hard to read. 

* It’s operating on a shoestring budget. 
Alderman was set to sell her car earlier this 
month to help pay the bills for the upcom- 
ing issue. She claims not to know what her 
annual budget is, insisting repeatedly that 
“art, not money, is what’s important.” 

* It could easily fall prey to the kind of 
hubristic insularity that’s killed so many 
promising artistic ventures. For all her insis- 
tence that she “wants to appeal to the broad- 
est popular audience,” Alderman exhibits a 
disregard bordering on disdain for those 
who don’t share her personal aesthetic. 

She maintains, for example, that her ed- 
itorial staff is unique in that it is “a bunch 
of filmmakers who believe art and life are

the same thing.” What stands between the 
Visions staff and success, in Alderman’s 
opinion, isn’t the right balance of vision, 
hard work, and a good business plan, but 
the fact that “society is suspicious of 
artists and intellectuals.” 

Nonetheless, Visions remains a stimulating 
and significant publication. And people inter- 
ested in film and contemporary culture are 


| likely to be better off if it remains solvent. 


“Everyone wants them to succeed,” says 


| Bo Smith, head of the film department at 
| the Museum of Fine Arts. “They’ve got the 


kind of aesthetic and idealism that was 
around a lot more 20 years ago, when in- 


| dependent film publications were thriving. 


“Their primary audience now is in the 


| profession. They’re also in sync with a large 
| public. They can try to become a national 


publication,” he added. “I’d love to see Vi- 


sions succeed. I just can’t believe it will.” 


NEA rumor mill 

Bill Clinton’s appointment of veteran 
National Endowment for the Arts (NEA) 
staffer Anya Nykyforiak as interim NEA 
director led many in arts circles to believe 
the president will put off naming an en- 
dowment head for several months. 

But sources close to the NEA say there’s 
some pressure on the administration to 
appoint a permanent director who can 
start setting an agenda for the agency be- 
fore Congress begins NEA-budget-reau- 
thorization hearings in March. 

Although there’s apparently no reason 
to believe anyone in the White House has 
yet compiled a short list of candidates, that 
certainly hasn’t stopped arts interest 
groups from pushing particular people for 
consideration. 

Among names mentioned as strong con-

Museum officials have raised $4.5, mil- 
lion of their $12 million goal, according to 
MASS MoCA director Joseph Thompson. 
Getting the rest “is going to be toughisled- 
ding,” he says, “but we might makege. We 
haven’t given up hope.” 

To qualify for further state funding, 
MASS:} must also sign an operating 
agreement With a major museum. Until 
last summer, Thompson and his board ex- 


gpscted that the Guggenheim Museum, 


‘director, Thomas Krens, founded 
.and remains its spiritual leader, 
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would assume that role. But since the 
opening of the expanded Guggenheim last 
year, Krens has distanced himself from his 
Berkshire brainchild. The Guggenheim is- 
sued a press release last fall saying it was 
“continuing to look at the project.’ 

As for Weld’s renewed interest in the 
museum, Thompson commented: “He 
spent three or four hours here. He really 
likes the cluster theory of development, 
and how close we are to other cultural 
sites. He liked the idea of raising the pro- 
file of Berkshire County. He likes our in- 
ternational connections, and how they 
might work in making Massachusetts a 
major port of call.” 

Thompson acknowledged that the gov- 
ernor’s enthusiasm for building a major 
contemporary-art museum in the northern 
Berkshires, widely considered a long-shot 
project, was somewhat surprising. 

Then again, notes Thompson, “What he 
said was that this was just counter-intu- 
itive enough to be just interesting enough 
to work.”

ill Clinton is being more 
than a little disingenuous 
when he asserts that the 
courts are moving toward 
overturning the ban that 
prevents gay men and lesbians from serv- 
ing in the military. 

In trying to put on the defensive those 
who oppose lifting the ban, Clinton ig- 
nores the reality that the federal courts — 
and especially the US Supreme Court — 
are supinely supportive of the military’s 
prerogative to regulate itself. 

Just a few years back, the Supreme 
Court even went so far as to uphold the 
Air Force’s right to prohibit the wearing of 
a yarmulke, or ritual skullcap, by an Or- 
thodox Jewish officer. If the Court refuses 
to interfere with the military on matters of 
religious expression, does Clinton really 
believe it will suddenly get religion on the 
far more controversial issue of sexual ori- 
entation? 

Ultimately, whether gays are allowed to

join, and remain in, the military services 
will be fought out — and won or lost — on 
the political battlefield, not in the courts. 

Although there have been sporadic at- 
tempts by a few isolated federal courts to 
water down or even eliminate the gay-and- 
lesbian ban, the vast majority have come 
down on the side of refusing to interfere 
with how the military is run. As a result, 
US District Judge Terry J. Hatter Jr.’s re- 
cent order that the Navy reinstate gay offi- 
cer Keith Meinhold does not offer Clinton 
and his allies as much support as they’d 
like Congress and the Joint Chiefs of Staff 
to think. 

Meinhold enlisted in the Navy in 1980, 
when he was 17. His superiors gave him 
outstanding evaluations for his work as an 
airborne sonar analyst and instructor, and 
he’d never been the subject of disciplinary 
action. But he was discharged in 1992 af- 
ter he disclosed on a nationally televised 
news program that he’s gay. 

Judge Hatter expanded the case beyond 
Meinhold’s individual claim, ordering the 
Defense Department to refrain from “dis- 
charging or denying enlistment to any per- 
son based on sexual orientation in the ab- 
sence of sexual conduct which interferes 
with the military mission of the armed 
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FEGRUARY 72; 
forces of the United States.” He also or- 
dered the Navy to rescind Meinhold’s dis- 
charge. But, sweeping as Hatter’s ruling 
sounds, it doesn’t mean much. 

Had the government: appealed Hatter’s 
order to the Ninth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals, which has jurisdiction over the low- 
er federal courts in California (Hatter’s 
courtroom is in San Diego), Meinhold’s 
victory would almost certainly have been

But the Ninth Circuit also handled a sit- 
uation quite similar to Meinhold’s — the 
celebrated case of Army Sergeant Perry 
Watkins, which wended its way up and 
down the federal courts for seven years. 

When Watkins joined the Army in 1967, 
at 19, he disclosed on his pre-induction

Thus, when given the opportunity to 
rule squarely that gays have a constitution- 
al right to join the military, the Ninth Cir- 
cuit pulled back, vacating the three-judge 
panel’s broad ruling and relying narrowly 
on the specific facts of the case.

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It’s clear that the Ninth Circuit ruled as 
it did because of a long string of opinions 
rendered by the Supreme Court in which 
it demonstrated a high degree of deference 
in allowing the military to establish rules 
promoting order and discipline. Many of 
the military’s rules and regulations would 
never survive constitutional attack in the 
civilian sector, but have long been consid- 
ered acceptable in military life. 

In 1974, for example, the Supreme 
Court refused to grant relief to Army Cap- 
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tain Howard R. Levy, who was court-mar- 
tialed for refusing to obey orders, includ- 
ing an order that he not urge other troops 
Meet Playboy Star Lynne Austin! to do likewise, as a protest against the na- 
tion’s involvement in the Vietnam War. 
“This Court has long recognized that the 
military is, by necessity, a specialized soci- 
ety separate from civilian society,” the 
Court said. “The military constitutes a 
q 7°% 3 specialized community governed by a sep- 
| 1 or arate discipline from that of the civilian,” 
' and therefore “the rights of men in the 
armed forces must perforce be condi- 
tioned to meet certain overriding demands 
of discipline and duty.” 

That doctrine applies to civilians as well. 
Baby doctor Benjamin Spock went to 
court seeking an order to prohibit military 
authorities from banning antiwar speeches 
and demonstrations on military bases, and 
to allow the distribution of antiwar litera- 
ture. But the Supreme Court ruled in 
1976 that “there is nothing in the Consti- 
tution that disables a military commander 
from acting to avert what he perceives to 
be a clear danger to the loyalty, discipline, 
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or morale of troops on the base under his 
command.” 

In 1983, the Court ruled in the case of 
Chappel v. Wallace that enlisted Navy men 
could not sue their superior officers for 
race discrimination. 

And in 1986, the Court held in the case 
of S. Simcha Goldman, an Orthodox Jew- 
ish officer and clinical psychologist, that 
the First Amendment’s guarantee of reli- 
gious liberty did not void an Air Force reg- 
ulation against the wearing of a yarmulke 
while on duty and in uniform. 

“The essence of military service,” wrote 
the Court, “is the subordination of the de- 
sires and interests of ‘the individual to the 
needs of the service,” adding that the judi- 
cial system was “ill-equipped to determine 
the impact upon discipline that any partic- 
ular intrusion upon military authority 
might have.” The military’s desire to 
achieve “uniformity” overrode Goldman’s 
right to wear his yarmulke. The Court ex- 
plained: 


Our review of military regulations 
challenged on First Amendment grounds 
is far more deferential than constitu- 
tional review of similar laws or regula- 
tions designed for civilian society. The 
military need not encourage debate or 
tolerate protest to the extent that such 
tolerance is required of the civilian state 
by the First Amendment; to accomplish 
its mission the military must foster in- 
stinctive obedience, unity, commitment, 
and esprit de corps. 


In the time that’s passed since these cas- 
es were decided, the Supreme Court has 
grown even more statist. In the Goldman 
case, the vote was five to four, with Jus- 
tices William Brennan, Thurgood Mar- 
shall, Harry Blackmun, and Sandra Day 
O’Connor dissenting. Brennan and Mar- 
shall were replaced by David Souter, who 
could go either way, and Clarence 
Thomas, who almost certainly would sup- 
port the military. The opinion in the case 
was written by William Rehnquist, who 
has since been elevated to chief justice. 

In light of this near-total deference to 
the military, the Ninth Circuit no doubt 
could see the handwriting on the wall 
when it refused to issue a broad anti-dis- 
crimination ruling in Perry Watkins’s case. 
There is simply no way the Supreme Court 
would let stand a lower-court ruling that 
declares the military’s ban on gays to be 
unconstitutional. 

So how can Clinton have the temerity 
even to suggest that the single decision of 
Judge Hatter, coming as it did from the 
lowest rung of the federal court system, is 
legally viable? 

The answer lies in the legal sleight-of- 
hand in which the president has engaged. 

Had the Defense Department appealed, 
Hatter’s ruling would almost certainly have 
been overturned. And even if the Ninth

Circuit were to affirm Hatter, the victory 
would have had virtually no chance of sur- 
viving an appeal to the Supreme Court. 

But Hatter’s ruling has not been ap- 
pealed, and it is not going to be. Clinton 
ordered the Department of Justice, which 
represents the government (including, of 
course, the Defense Department) in all of 
its litigation, not to file an appeal. Thus, 
Hatter’s opinion stands as the final word 
in Keith Meinhold’s case. The purported 
nationwide scope of the opinion presum- 
ably binds Defense in all cases, effectively 
eliminating the gay-and-lesbian ban. 

Hatter’s opinion, however, is a paper 
tiger. If Congress were to overrule Clinton 
by passing a law reinstating the ban on 
gays, a gay recruit would have to challenge 
the constitutionality of the ban in federal 
court. The odds of finding another judge 
who would rule as Hatter did, rather than 
in accordance with the clear dictates of the 
Supreme Court’s binding precedential rul- 
ings, are infinitesimal. 

By limiting government appeals, Clinton 
would likely create a confusing series of 
conflicting lower-court opinions that 
would almost certainly be heavily weighted 
against gay rights. Clinton’s ability to keep 
cases from reaching the Supreme Court, 
though a useful short-term tool, is not suf- 
ficient to solve the problem. 

* 

The ban on gays in the military is of 
fairly recent origin. Now, though, it ap- 
pears to be firmly entrenched. Current 


| military law provides: 


Homosexuality is incompatible with 
military service. The presence in the 
military environment of persons who 
engage in homosexual conduct or who, 
by their statements, demonstrate a 
propensity to engage in homosexual 
conduct, seriously impairs the accom- 
plishment of the military mission. The 
presence of such members adversely af- 
fects the ability of the Military Services 
to maintain discipline, good order, and 
morale; to foster mutual trust and con- 
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rather than rank. 

* The mere presence of homosexuals 
in such tight or otherwise sensitive places 
as the shower, the foxhole, and the sub- 
marine would cause discomfort or even 
violence. 

¢ The military would slip a notch in the 
public’s estimation, since our armed forces 
would no longer be composed entirely of 
macho types (which assumes, of course,

and command; to facilitate assignment 
and worldwide deployment of service-

¢ Gays with security clearances could be 
blackmailed by threats of disclosure (un- 
less, of course, they are already voluntarily 
out, which they cannot be under current 
regulations). 

According to one recent study, “these 
rationales are a product of the last major 
survey and revision of the law and regula- 


All of this boils down to a few claims 
made by military authorities and their sup- 
porters: 

¢ Gays in the military would adversely 
impact on male bonding by injecting a 
note of sexuality. 

* Homosexuality would injure “the sys- 
tem of rank and command” because pow- 
er relationships might be based on sex 
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tions prohibiting homosexuality, which oc- 
curred during World War II.” 

Before the war, the study says, gays 
were prosecuted under laws prohibiting 
homosexual acts such as sodomy. Al- 
though punishment was severe, homosex- 
uals who did not engage in sex (or who at 
least were not caught) were not normally 
in danger of exclusion or expulsion from 
the service. 

But after the war, the psychiatric profes- 
sion classified homosexuals as deviants, 
and the military stopped punishing homo- 
sexual acts and started practicing preven- 
tion by banning gays and lesbians. What 
the psychiatrists now deemed “inverts” 
and “sexual psychopaths” were to be 
judged not by their acts, but by their psy- 
chological make-up. 

No doubt this change was seen by some 
as progress toward an enlightened, pro- 
gressive, humanitarian model. With such 
friends, gays need no enemies. No wonder 
the gay community fought so hard — suc- 
cessfully — to persuade the American 
Psychiatric Association to repeal the classi- 
fication of homosexuality as a disease in 
the psychiatric diagnostic manual. 

It’s clear, based upon the long-standing 
reluctance of the courts to intrude, that 
proponents of the right of lesbians and gay 
men to serve in the military — and the 
right of the nation to benefit from their 
service — will have to organize politically 
and conduct a massive public-education 
campaign. 

It’s also clear that Clinton will have to 
stop hiding behind the courts. He should 
take to the airwaves and address the na- 
tion clearly and directly, making both the 
patriotic appeal and the moral case for 
integrating the armed services on the ba- 
sis of sexual orientation, just as Harry 
Truman integrated them on the basis of 
race. 

After all, if the Supreme Court won’t or- 
der the Air Force to tolerate Simcha Gold- 
man’s yarmulke, it can hardly be expected 
to tell all those Rambo wanna-bes that they 
have to shower with fellow soldiers whose 
eyes might alight on their crotches for a 
few seconds. It is because of such assaults 
on military morale, the Supreme Court 
would lead us to believe, that superpowers 
decline.

Baird and Wood should 
be emulated, not punished

udge Kimba Wood thought 
she didn’t have “a Zoé Baird 
problem.” But the Clinton 
administration decided that 
what she didn’t have was “a 
Ron Brown problem.” That leaves me with 
a Bill Clinton problem. 

In the newest political jargon, a Zoé 
Baird problem occurs if the problemee ever 
employed an undocumented worker. A 
Ron Brown problem occurs when someone 
hasn’t paid the employer’s share of Social 
Security taxes on household help. A Ron 
Brown problem is like unpaid parking tick- 
ets — you can settle up later and work for 
President Clinton. A Zoé Baird problem is 
worse now than being a former Commu- 
nist was in the 50s. Repentant Reds could 
finger their old friends and get clemency. 
But Clinton wouldn’t redesignate attorney 
Baird even if she sang like a canary, nam- 
ing names of other working mothers with 
foreign nannies. 

My Bill Clinton problem is that I think 
Zoé Baird did a good deed. | think arrang- 
ing housing, food, and wages for a poor, 
innocent couple fleeing the hellish disinte- 
gration of Peru was a moral act. I don’t 
know attorney Baird’s motivations, but I 
was brought up to believe that if you have 
a chance to stand up for people in trouble, 
that’s more important than the letter of the 
law. That’s how the civil-rights movement 
was explained to me. That’s what we made 
of the Holocaust in our house. The way I 
was taught, this would be a better country 
if more people had a Zoé Baird problem. 
Apparently, it’s going to be a worse coun- 
try while Bill Clinton is president and po- 
litically ambitious people try to avoid em- 
ploying poor foreigners. 

In the meantime, we’re going to have a 
government without a United States attor- 
ney general — still an improvement over 
Ed Meese — until the president’s people 
can find a female attorney who has it all,

and has kept it all clean and fed without 
foreign help. 

Lord knows we want an attorney gener- 
al. No public as judgmental as we Ameri- 
cans can long tolerate a government with- 
out its prosecutor-in-chief. I’d like to think 
we deserve one who will stand up for the 
10 million people we have in this country 
without voting rights or any other consti- 
tutional rights, most of them working hard 
jobs without the protections of labor law, 
OSHA, or Social Security, all of them liv- 
ing in fear of deportation. The people the 
newspapers are calling “illegal aliens.” 

But the real Zoé Baird problem is that 
this articulate lawyer wouldn’t take a stand 
on the issues. There are lots of things she 
should have said to the Senate Judiciary 
Committee, that Judge Wood should have 
said to the president, that the president 
should have said to the Senate, and that 
newspaper columnists should have said to 
the public. My view of the Zoé Baird prob- 
lem is that it’s all right to have a top prose- 
cutor who once broke the law for the sake 
of higher principles. But we can’t have a 
prosecutor who’s a moral coward. 

Ten things Zoé should have said: 

@ “The United States attorney general 
must build respect for law. I have tried 
personally to obey the law, and will contin- 
ue to do that. I will also advise the presi- 
dent and the Congress on ways to bring 
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the law into accordance with our nation’s 
moral traditions and aspirations. When the 
laws make criminals out of good citizens, 
the laws should be changed.” 

@ “I personally experienced this with 
the Immigration Reform and Control Act 
of 1986. Like millions of other working 
mothers, I wanted the very best people 
caring for my children and living in my 
home. I had to make a choice between 
breaking the law and the best life for my 
family. The law shouldn’t force that choice 
unnecessarily.” 

® “In the case of the immigration laws, 
they cannot be enforced uniformly without 
a police state. That’s what it takes to keep 
230 million people from employing 10 
million willing and able people in a coun- 
try of 3.6 million square miles. These laws 
can only be enforced selectively. Indeed, I 
was advised by counsel that the laws were 
not being actively enforced against private 
households. And, indeed, I was not 
caught. I turned myself in. But we should 
not keep laws on the books that cannot be 
enforced uniformly. They are subject to 
political abuse when they are enforced se- 
lectively. They are subject to court chal- 
lenges. They reduce respect for the laws 
that matter.” 

© “The recent law is unusual in Ameri- 
can history for imposing employer sanc- 
tions. Not since the fugitive-slave laws 
have we criminalized large groups of 
American citizens for aiding and abetting 
otherwise law-abiding non-citizens.” 

© “Our law has also come into conflict 
with our Judeo-Christian heritage. Leviti- 
cus 19:33-5 clearly states: ‘If a stranger 
dwell with you, you shall do him no 
wrong. The stranger that sojourneth with 
you shall be unto you as the homeborn 
among you, and thou shalt love him as 
thyself; for you were strangers in the land 
of Egypt. . . .’ That is reiterated in Exodus 
22:21, and Deuteronomy 10:18-19. I will 
enter into the record these letters of sup- 
port from the Reverend Jerry Falwell, the 
Reverend Pat Robertson . . .” 

@® “As the Cabinet officer in charge of 
the Immigration and Naturalization Ser- 
vice, I would be compelled to report to 
Congress that the general body of immi- 
gration law and practice has created a sit- 
uation of widespread cynicism here and 
abroad that makes it almost impossible to 
defend our borders against genuine threats 


My view of the Zoe Baird 
problem is that it’ all right to 
have a top prosecutor who once 
broke the law for the sake 
of higher principles. But we 
cant have a prosecutor who’ 
a moral coward. 
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of drug smuggling, spies, and infectious 
disease.” 

@ “As a member of the Cabinet I would 
be focused, of course, on the economy, in- 
cluding the important role of mobile, flexi- 
ble, presently undocumented workers in 
agriculture, basic industry, and support 
services, including child care. As the Cabi- 
net member specifically charged with civil 
rights, I will be especially concerned with 
the estimated 10 million workers denied 
all civil rights for lack of legal immigration 
status. This is not a narrow issue. We 
have, by policy and non-policy, created a 
permanent disadvantaged class of resident 
aliens. Our democratic society is threat- 
ened by its dependence on keeping aliens 
here and ‘illegal’ at the same time. The 
criminal sanctions I faced for my foreign 
employees are a meager sample of the re- 
pression that will become necessary if we 
continue to deny the true structure of 
American society.” 

© “As attorney general, I will work with 
the secretary of State to clarify regulations 
on asylum. Much of the political tension on 
this issue comes from 12 years of blatant 
violation of international and American law 
on the subject of refugees. I hope to de- 
politicize the asylum process and apply the 
same standard to all refugees that previous 
administrations have applied to white peo- 
ple fleeing hostile Communist regimes. I 
believe we can enforce our own Refugee 
Act of 1980 without forcing so many legiti- 
mate refugees into the excluded category 
we have been calling ‘economic refugees.’ ” 

® “Like many Americans, like President 
Clinton, I have been troubled in the past 
year by the boats full of Haitians seeking 
asylum in the United States, turned back 
by armed American vessels. The image re- 
vives that of the ship St. Louis in 1939, 
which carried hundreds of German-Jewish 
refugees. They held immigration quota 
numbers for the United States, and papers 
they thought guaranteed them the right to 
wait safely in Cuba. But a corrupt Cuban 
government changed the rules and refused 
to let anyone land, the United States gov- 
ernment declined to intervene, and the 
Jews were returned to Europe, where most 
were killed in the Holocaust. I know that 
Haiti is not Nazi Germany, and that Peru 
is not Nazi Germany, though it has some 
features in common with Cambodia just 
before Pol Pot. I know that our administra- 
tion will do better than Roosevelt’s at pre- 
venting genocide on any scale. I know that 
this incoming administration will do better 
at guiding the economy to our national as- 
pirations, and shaping our labor force to 
the needs of the economy. And I know this 
administration will work to resolve our 
conflicted relationship to foreign workers 
in the United States. So I am confident 
that I will not feel compelled to violate the 
law in the future as I was in the past.” 

@ “Senators, I have no regrets, morally. 
I regret that the law is wrong right now, 
and I’m asking you for a chance to work 
on that. But I haven’t lost any sleep over 
what I did, and I won’t lose any sleep if it 
costs me this job, my career, or my stand- 
ing at the bar. I followed my conscience. If 
you don’t like it, don’t vote to confirm 
me.”

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sing a computer and modem to 
pay your bills, search the help- 
wanted ads, or write your con- 
gresswoman in 1993 can be com- 
pared to driving a car in 1900 — 
it’s faster and more convenient 
than the alternatives, but you can 
survive quite nicely without it. 

Turn-of-the-century technophobes 
were under no pressure to join the auto- 
motive age, because they knew there 
would be plenty of blacksmith shops, wa- 
tering troughs, and feed stores wherever 
they traveled. 

But by 1920, the car was well on the 
way to creating modern so- 
ciety. New and better roads 
were built, which in turn 
allowed suburban and rural 
communities to grow and — 
businesses to sprout away 
from the central city. Even- 
tually, if you didn’t have 
a car, you couldn’t be a 
full, participating member 
of society. 

It’s happening again. As 
we travel farther and farther 
into cyberspace — the vast 
electronic expanse of inter- 
connected computer net- 
works — the disenfran- 
chised urban poor are in 
danger of being left behind, 
stuck in an information 
ghetto that excludes them from the main- 
stream as thoroughly as the ghettoes in 
which many of them live. 

“We're going to have information haves 
and information have-nots,” warns Barry 
Porter, chairman of the Boston Computer 
Society’s On-Line Services Committee. 
“If you’re not hooked into the Net in 10 
years, you'll be a very poor person. You'll 
be very cut off from important informa- 
tion about yourself and what’s going on in 
the world.” 

Today, fewer than four million comput- 
ers are attached to Prodigy or Com- 
puServe, by far the largest on-line services 
in the US. Businesses and government in- 
stitutions can’t afford to ignore the tens of 
millions of homes that have yet to go on- 
line. But over the next 10 to 20 years, 
that’s going to change — in a big way. 
We’re going to spend more and more of 





our time working, learning, and playing 


on the Net, the generic term used to de- 
scribe the hundreds of on-line services 
now in use. 

Call it the mainstreaming of cy- 
berspace. Most media attention has fo- 
cused on cyberpunks, the young techno- 
geeks who cruise the Net for everything 
from confidential credit reports to virtual 
sex. The hype, though, doesn’t match the 
reality. Far more people enter cyberspace 
for legitimate purposes than for cheap — 
and sometimes illegal — thrills. Still, the 
cyberpunk movement represents the cut- 
ting edge, foreshadowing changes in the 
way we'll live. 

Although it’s impossible to know in ad- 
vance all the things the Net will be used 
for, it’s a safe bet that a number of ser- 
vices already available on a limited scale 
will be improved and expanded. With that 
in mind, here’s what you'll be doing on- 
line in, say, 2003: 

» You'll search job listings tailored to 
your interests and experience, then send 
your résumé by e-mail. (electronic mail) 
to the companies whose listings match 
your qualifications. 

> Your daughter will do her music-histo- 
ry homework by telling an on-line ency- 
clopedia to search for the words “Miles 
Davis.” The article that pops up on her 
screen will include sound and video capa- 
bilities, so she can listen to samples from 
Kind of Blue and Bitches Brew and watch 
a clip from a vintage performance. Then 
she’ll post a message on a music-related 
electronic bulletin-board system (BBS) 
asking other users to provide her with 
more information. 

» You'll log on to LegisNet to record 
your opinion on everything from a pro- 
posed tax hike to cuts in Social Security 
benefits. Members of Congress will re- 
ceive national results, as well as break- 
downs by state and congressional district, 
before casting their votes. 

The overarching vision of cyberspace 
pioneers is that technology will allow in- 
formation to become democratized and 
decentralized. No longer will average cit- 
izens be forced to rely on large bureau-

cracies and institutions. Instead, they'll 
be able to take power directly over their 
lives. 

That’s the upside. The downside is that 
those to whom information technology is 
not available will be even more alienated 
than they are today, cut off from the 
mainstream, a dangerous class of angry 
people with little or no stake in society, 
forgotten by the electronically insulated 
majority. 

The issue is neither access nor money. 
The hardware, in most cases, already costs 
$200 or less — and, increasingly, you'll 
be able to walk into any public library and 
use a terminal to log on for free. The in- 
formation ghetto will instead be defined by 
culture — by a disinclination to use tech- 
nology for the purpose of empowerment. 
It’s part of what Terence Gaffney, a math- 
ematics professor at Northeastern Univer- 
sity, calls “the anti-learning culture.” 

Gaffney works with public-school 
teachers to develop new classroom uses 
for technology. He believes computers, 
properly used, can help create a “learning 
community” in which every student has a 
chance to succeed. The anti-learning cul- 
ture, he says, grows out of frustration: 
“Kids turn to each other for what they’re 
not getting from adult society. They view 
learners as traitors to their culture. The 
key is to create a culture where everybody 
learns.” 

Some are trying to chip away at that 


corrosive culture. In Chelsea, computers 
and modems have been placed in the 
homes of a dozen residents who provide 
home-based day care and early-childhood 
education so they can stay in touch with 
each other and with school officials, says 
Laura DiChiappari, director of the Boston 
University Chelsea IBM Home Learning 
Centers Project. The results are encour- 
aging, she says, noting that in some cases 
the children of the providers — who are 
themselves generally from low-income, 
low-education backgrounds — have 
started using the computers to do their 
homework. “That’s not the kind of op- 
portunity a kid would normally have,” 
DiChiappari says, calling it a “trickle- 
down” approach to empowering the dis- 
enfranchised. 

But such efforts are posited against 
overwhelming social forces. Paula Clark, 
director of the Urban Schools Collabora- 
tive at Northeastern University, works 
with 19 Boston public schools. She 
paints a grim picture of the lives many 
Boston kids lead — cramped, chaotic 
apartments where there isn’t space or 
quiet enough to study, never mind set up 
a computer, and after-school jobs 
stretching until 10 p.m. or later. “I think 
it’s a space issue and a time issue,” Clark 
says. “They don’t see where it fits in their 
lives, and they don’t see how it can be 
useful to them.” 

The quality of computer education is a 
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problem, too. In an op-ed piece in the 
New York Times recently, Charles Piller 
and Liza Weiman, who are editors at 
Macworld magazine, wrote that, nation- 
wide, underfunded schools are alienating 
kids from the very. technology that could 
help them succeed. 

“Instead of becoming instruments of 
reform, computers are reinforcing a two- 
tier system of education for the rich and 
poor,” they wrote. “In affluent schools, 
students often use computers for creative 
exploration. .. . 

“In poorer, predominantly minority 
schools, teachers tend to focus on drill 

and practice routines for 
reading, writing and arith- 


metic — ‘drill and kill,’ as 
many educators refer to 
them.... 


“In their efforts to survive 
amid budget cuts and social 
decay, poor schools tend to 
use computers so ineptly as 
to repel students.” 

Finally, there’s the more 
general education crisis — 
a favorite topic of political 
debate, but rarely the sub- 
ject of serious public soul- 
searching. Far from usher- 
ing in a post-literate age, 
the torrents of information 
that computer networks 
spew forth are making 
reading skills more important than ever. 
In interview after interview, experts 
warned that if public schools continue to 
graduate students who don’t know how to 
read, then guarantees of universal access 
will be meaningless. 


[rere are, nevertheless, reasons to be 
optimistic. 

In their campaign manifesto Putting 
People First, Bill Clinton and Al Gore — 
the latter a longtime leader on technology 
issues — promise to build “a national in- 
formation network to link every home, 
business, lab, classroom, and library by 
the year 2015.” 

Granted, it may never happen. The 
seed money, after all, is supposed to come 
from a four-year, $80 billion Rebuild 
America Fund that may well go the way of 
the middle-class tax cut, given the bud- 
get-deficit panic that has gripped Wash- 
ington. 

But even without the improvements in 
speed and capacity that Clinton and Gore 
envision, there are, in theory at least, few 
impediments to joining the information 
age. Not only is the hardware cheap and 
getting cheaper, using an on-line service 
will soon be as easy as channel-surfing. 
Prodigy, for instance, is looking into in- 
teractive cable TV, making a computer — 
and computer skills — unnecessary. 
(“You have to think about ease of use,” 
says Debra Ann Borchert, a Prodigy pro- 
gram manager. “If you can’t program 
your VCR, how are you going to use an 
on-line service?”) 

And free-access networks are springing 
up around the country. In Glendale, Cali- 
fornia, the public library is putting togeth- 
er a system that will offer a community 
bulletin board, government records, and 
electronic mail, with terminals located in 
kiosks to be installed around the city. The 
Cleveland Free-Net is going international, 
with affiliated systems currently in eight 
US cities, Canada, and New Zealand. 
Closer to home, the Brookline Public 
Schools are looking into making an inter- 
nal e-mail network accessible to parents so 
they can stay informed about curriculum 
issues and school events, and can commu- 
nicate with their children’s teachers. 

“The fact of the matter is that some- 
body in Roxbury in five years is going to 
have access at a local public school to all 
of the great museums and libraries in the 
world. It has to happen,” says Nick Pale- 
ologos, a movie producer and former 
Massachusetts legislator who was House 
chairman of the Committee on Education. 
Paleologos, who’s done consulting work 
on making public-television programming 
available to schools as part of an interac- 
tive computer network, believes technolo- 
gy may actually narrow class differences 
by providing poor kids with the same op- 
portunities as their affluent suburban 
peers. 

And Tom Grundner, founder of the 
Cleveland Free-Net and president of the

National Public Telecomputing Network, 
believes the middle class will pave the way 
for universal access. 

“Bringing the poor on-line will happen, 
I believe, only when and if the middle 
class is brought on-line,” he said in an in- 
terview conducted by e-mail. “This is not 
an uncommon pattern in the development 
of technology. The telephone was origi- 
nally seen as primarily a device for busi- 
nesses and a handful of wealthy people. 
Once the middle class started having and 
using them, it paved the way for lower so- 
cio-economic groups to have them as 
well. The same was true of radio and tele- 
vision. The path to developing informa- 
tion services for everyone runs right 
through the middle class.” 

Miles Fidelman, executive director of 
the Charlestown-based Center for Civil 

_ Networking, even envisions terminals in 
homeless shelters that people could use to 
find jobs and housing. 

Taking a pessimistic view, though, is 
Peter Miller, who coordinates the Somer- 
ville Community Computing Center. In 
two overheated basement rooms in the 
Tufts Administration Building, students,

professionals quiet- 
ly work on projects and 
put together résumés on 
the center’s personal comput- 
ers. Although the center does not 
provide access to information net- 
works, Miller says the time is coming 
when libraries and community centers will 
have to serve as a link to cyberspace. 
“People aren’t necessarily going to depend 
on having computers at home,” he says. 
But Miller is skeptical that will actually 
happen, and fears that even fellow ac- 
tivists fail to see the necessity of the 
poor’s using technology to empower 
themselves, so overwhelmed are they by 
the challenge to solve more-basic needs 
like homelessness and illiteracy. He pre- 
dicts information-age technology will 
spread widely over the next few years, 
but adds: “If you look at people in 
Chelsea or Roxbury, there’s not going to 
be a whole lot of them. You’re talking 
about a process that can only lead to an 
aggravated situation of inequality in our 
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country.

[ndeca, political access may be one of 
the most important dividing lines be- 
tween the information haves and have- 
nots. Although few predict that on-line 
services like electronic banking will lead 
to the demise of walk-in banks, or that 
computerized job listings will replace the 
help-wanted section of your local 
newspaper (at least not any time soon), 
information technology is already chang- 
ing politics. 

If 1992 was the year of “new news” — 
of candidates bypassing traditional media 
and taking their case directly to the voters 
via MTV, Larry King Live!, and 800 num- 
bers — then the Net was the new-news 
medium farthest out on the cutting edge, 
even if its innovations were rarely report- 
ed by the mainstream media.

Prodigy, in particular, has staked its 
reputation on its political offerings, and in 
doing so it may be revolutionizing political 
participation. As with all computer net- 
works, its two million subscribers can de- 
bate issues with each other (although such 
discussion is not as freewheeling as it is on 
some other networks: Prodigy screens and 
censors messages, making it a frequent 
target of free-speech advocates). Prodigy 
also offers users the chance to go at it 
mano-a-mano with contributing experts 
like syndicated columnists Jack Germond 
and Robert Novak, and to participate in a 
weekly issues survey. 

But there’s more. Prodigy’s database 
contains information on every member of 
Congress, including his or her voting 
record, campaign contributions, and rat- 
ings by various special-interest groups. 
The service also lets subscribers write to 
members of Congress: the messages are 
printed out and delivered to Capitol Hill. 
Last fall, Bill Clinton and George Bush 
even went on-line, taking questions from 
subscribers and posting answers on 
Prodigy’s public bulletin boards. The an-

But Love, head of the Ralph Nader- 
affiliated Taxpayer Assets Project, was outraged. And 
he cites the incident as a prime example of one of the 
more obscure scandals of the Reagan-Bush era — the 
selling of public information to. private companies, 
which then charge prohibitive prices to anyone who 
wants to access it. . 
_ The Taxpayer Assets Project is one of the principal 
forces behind the WINDO (Wide Information Net- 
work for Data On-line) bill, which would mandate 
low-cost on-line access to public government informa- 
tion. The data would be available “at approximately the 
incremental cost of dissemination,” according to a 
summary of the bill, and would be free if accessed 
through terminals at the 1400 federal-depository li- 
braries. 

If WINDO had been law, the information on gov- 
ernment-bond interest rates would have been posted 
TE on the federal economic bulletin board —— access to 


which costs $3 an hour during off-peak times. 

Other institutions whose records would be part of 
WINDO include Congress, the White House, the Jus- 
tice Department, the Census Bureau, the Library of 
Congress, and the Federal Election Commission. 

Although Bill Clinton and Al Gore, in Putting People 
First, pledge to “put public records, databases, li- 
braries, and educational materials on-line for public 
use,” Clinton threw a scare into public-access advyo- 
cates when he named Ron Plesser to head his transi- 
tion team dealing with issues involving the Federal 
Communications Commission. Plesser is a lobbyist for 
Mead Data Central, one of the largest of the informa- 
tion-brokers, as weil as for the Information Industry 
Association. 

“We were stunned when his appointment was an- 
nounced, as were a lot of other people,” Love says. 
Nevertheless, Plesser is now gone, and Love is opti- 
mistic about the bill's chances for success this year. 
One reason: one of the two original sponsors of the bill 
was a senator from Tennessee named Al Gore. 


The privatization of information is just one obstacle 


to the free flow of information in cyberspace. Censor- 
ship is another. Civil libertarians, saying the law must 
catch up with reality, are urging Congress to adopt a 


US House Subcommittee on Telecommunications and 
Finance that, currently, “users have no legal recourse 
when a private carrier censors their speech or refuses 
them service. A legislatively imposed duty of common 
carriage on at least some public carriers is necessary to 
protect free expression effectively.” 

Such a provision might prohibit Prodigy, for exam- 
ple, from refusing to post messages it deems offensive. 
But more important, a common-carrier law would 
grant on-line services the same legal protections as a 
utility. 

Right now, information-system operators (sysops) 
exist in legal limbo, uncertain whether libelous mes- 
sages posted on their boards make them open to suits, 
or whether they can be prosecuted if a user, without 
their knowledge, uploads stolen software to the board

nounced as homogenized pap, but with 
politicians clamoring for new ways to 
communicate directly with the public, cy- 
berpolitics is clearly an idea whose time 
has come. (Ironically, Ross Perot, who 
built much of his campaign on ideas like 
“electronic town halls,” declined Prodigy’s 
request to go on-line.) 

It’s easy to overstate the importance of 
what’s happening on Prodigy. Its congres- 
sional database is notoriously out of date 
and inaccurate, and the discussion among 


| subscribers rarely rises above the “nyah, 


nyah” level. And with Prodigy in financial 
trouble — it recently announced layoffs, 
and its backers, troubled corporate giants 
13M and Sears, hardly seem in a position 
to keep shoveling money into it — im- 
provements may be a long time in coming.

The Clinton White House, meanwhile, 
has opened a mailbox on CompuServe. 
That means the White House can be 
reached by virtually anyone who subscribes 


| to an on-line service, since CompuServe is 


linked to the Internet — a sort of network 
of networks that includes an estimated 20 
million computer users worldwide. Even 
Prodigy, a closed system since it went na- 
tional in 1990, is planning an Internet con- 
nection. And, of course, it also means the 
chnology-savvy have yet another tool for 
litical access that their fellow citizens 
ck. (For the record, Clinton’s Internet ad- 
ess is 75300.3 1 15@compuserve.com.) 
And if the Net can provide people with 
litical access, why not with political pow- 
, too? That’s the idea behind teledemoc- 
cy. People would vote electronically ei- 
er as part of a national survey or — as 
»me have suggested — as part of a na- 


tional town meeting to take binding action. 
(Jay Leno: “Imagine that. You press the 
wrong button and we’ve got Nixon 
again.”) 

The Center for Civic Networking’s 
Miles Fidelman believes computer net- 
works can be “a tremendous tool for self- 
governance,” allowing us to bring the old 
New England town meeting up to date and 
make decisions on difficult issues that 
Congress and the White House seem un- 
able, or unwilling, to resolve. 

“My contention is that if everybody in 
the country were a regular e-mail user, we 
could have a national debate on, say, 
health-care reform and actually get some- 
where,” Fidelman says. “We seem to be 
gridlocked in this country because there’s 
not a lot of contact between the people 
who supposedly make the decisions and 
the general body politic. We have a politi- 
cal system that gives everybody a ‘no’ vote, 
ultimately. What I’m talking about is a 
start for getting past that gridlock.” 

But there are considerable doubts about

the wisdom of deciding important issues 
through a national electronic vote, regard- 
less of how many people participate. The 
United States is a republic, not a democ- 
racy, and the founders set it up that way 
in part so that the will of the majority 
could not trample over the rights of the 
minority. Teledemocracy conjures up the 
image of alienated voters sitting alone in 
darkened rooms, getting their information 
through their computer terminals and C- 
SPAN, disengaged from their fellow citi- 
zens, taking out their anger and frustra- 
tion on welfare mothers, poor kids, and 
drug addicts — people they never have to 
deal with face to face, thanks, in part, to 
their electronic cocoon. Such voters, say 
some experts, would be especially suscep- 
tible to the message of an authoritarian 
leader who promises to take strong, im- 
mediate action to solve problems that may 
have no simple solutions. 
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“Used properly, electronic town halls 
could foster citizen participation and en- 
able a president to overcome gridlock and 
divided government,” MIT visiting scholar 
Hugh Carter Donahue told Prodigy in a 
forum on teledemocracy. “Used improper- 
ly, though, electronic town halls could and 
more likely would further demagogic pow- 
ers in the presidency. Historical prece- 
dents reach to Huey Long and Father 
Coughlin in Depression-era America, 
Goebbels and Mussolini in Nazi and Fas- 
cist Europe.” 
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Gervices like Prodigy and CompuServe 
represent a corporate, top-down re- 
sponse to emerging information technolo- 
gy. At the-grass roots, several million peo- 
ple log on every day to free or low-cost 
amateur, academic, or community-based 
systems that may — many activists hope 
— represent the true future of the infor- 
mation age. 

Ranging from the San Francisco-based 
PeaceNet, a national ser- 
vice for various lefty orga- 
nizations, to local BBSs, 
these systems offer e-mail, 
discussion groups, infor- 
mation, and, increasingly, 
links to the Internet, al- 
lowing users to send mes- 
sages to, and receive them from, people 
who use other BBSs. 

The quality of these systems is wildly 
uneven, and their command structure is 
arcane enough that they’re used mainly by 
technophiles. But user-friendliness is in- 
creasing, and these low-rent networks are 
becoming more popular. 

The Internet is the domain of the cyber- 
punks. Typically, they log on to one board 
— perhaps legitimately, perhaps not — 
and use its link to the Internet to log on to 
other boards. Although much of the cyber- 
punks’ activity consists of downloading or 
uploading software, or of posting mes- 
sages to special-interest groups (SIGs) de- 
voted to The Simpsons or Star Trek, the 
Internet is also populated by hackers — 
users who break into systems electronical- 
ly and steal data for fun and profit, or who 
maliciously spread so-called viruses 
through the system that cripple operations 
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and wipe out information. 

Then there’s cybersex, or virtual sex, or 
whatever else you want to call it. Even 
Prodigy’s getting into the act, offering a 
“Frank Discussion” board that, like all of 
Prodigy’s public boards, is subject to cen- 
sorship. Elsewhere, things can get pretty 
gamy. In the Boston area there’s Mistress 
Diana’s Fantasy Realization BBS, for 
bondage-and-discipline aficionados. And 
nationally, many systems connected to the 
Internet carry a SIG called “alt.sex.sto- 
ries,” which contains full-length, hard- 
core pornographic tales — including some 
disturbingly graphic kiddie porn. No won- 
der system operators, or “sysops,” are 
seeking the legal protection of so-called 
common-carrier status (see “Free (and 
Cheap) Speech,” page 29). 

But there are hazards in traveling along 
any frontier. Most people who use the In- 
ternet do so for legitimate purposes. And 
many observers who are turned off by the 
corporate version of the information age 
are optimistic that local BBS sysops can use 
the Internet to create a decentralized, dem- 
ocratic network to serve the needs of users, 
rather than of shareholders or advertisers 
(Prodigy, in a move that seems destined to 
be emulated widely, sells on-screen space). 


R one of the two basement rooms that 
house the Somerville Community Com- 
puting Center, A.C. Kemp is leaning in- 
tently toward the Macintosh she’s using to 
put together a sample ad she hopes will 
persuade a local florist to buy her work. 
She spends about 10 hours a week here 
perfecting her graphic-arts skills. But find- 
ing work is difficult, and if the center of- 
fered access to an information network, 
she says she’d definitely use it — “espe- 
cially if you could search for the kind of 
job you’re looking for.” 

Says Peter Miller, the center coordina- 
or: “We have to make the case as strongly

hits the Hub 


t’s a Thursday night at Playoffs, a sports bar on 
Warrenton Street, and Penny D’Amore and 
Carol Faucher are butting bellies. 

Not hard, mind you. In fact, the 22-year-old 
friends are too busy giggling to put much effort into 
knocking one another off the mat. And they aren’t 
butting their own bellies, either. Petite Penny and slen- 





der Carol are each wearing a costume — essentially a 

series of sewn-together white canvas bags filled with 
pillows and foam rubber — designed to give them the 
endomorphic girth of sumo wrestlers. 

Disc jockey Mark McLaughlin, playing the role of 
ringside announcer, senses that Penny and Carol 
aren't really trying. “By the way,” he says, over the 
public-address system, “the winner gets $50.” 

The giggling stops. Sneering determination takes 
hold. With a sudden burst of energy, Penny heaves 

into her taller pal, 

pushing Carol back- 

ward and off the 

blue pad.

Mike Barrasso, manager of Playoffs, predicts that 
sumo wrestling is going to be the next big barroom 
promotion in the United States, destined to take its 
place alongside Velcro wall-diving and karaoke singing 
(another pastime borrowed from the Japanese}.

“I didn’t even know I'd 
won,” said the 23-year-old sales representative from 
Andover. “It was fun, but I was running out of energy. 
Luckily, it ended.” 

Then, with a flick of the wrist, Melia downed a test 
tube of Jagermeister. That night, the makers of the 
murky brown liqueur had hired two young women to 
dress up in black leotards and tight jeans and wander 
about the room, encouraging patrons to try a shot of 
the drink, freely warning customers that it tastes like 
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DOING THE BUMP, Japanese-style.

In the last five years, especially, a burgeoning crowd of 
college students and recent grads has discovered the joys 
of old-fashioned “touch” dancing — the fox trot, the 
waltz, swing, Latin. Ballroom-dance clubs are cropping up 
on college campuses in record numbers. Young brides- 
and grooms-to-be are polishing their dance steps at local 
studios. And in some circles, ballroom-dance parties have 
replaced bars as the singles scenes of choice. 

Why? The resurgence of ballroom dance represents in 
part a “countercultural revolution,” according to Craig 
Ball, White Heat Swing Orchestra director. Kids of the 
90s are turning their backs on their parents’ do-your- 
own-thing styles of music and dance. Ballroom also fits 
into the tenor of the times, appealing to a health-con- 
scious crowd drawn to activities that benefit the heart, 
firm the muscles, reduce stress, and don’t involve 
cigarettes and booze. 

But ballroom’s appeal is also more basic than that. In 
the words of the new dancers themselves: it’s elegant. A 
great way to meet people — much safer than singles’ bars. 
There’s structure and discipline, but it’s easy to learn. Or 
simply: it’s sheer joy. 

Above all, ballroom is r-o-m-a-n-t-i-c. “With each 
dance, for three-and-a-half minutes, I’m in love with 
whomever’s my partner,” said a student of Neal Klein, 
who runs Dancing Feats in Newton. Another young 
swinger says, “Why gyrate alone if you can hold someone 
in your arms and move in sync?” 

Add to the romantic converts those seasoned aficiona- 
dos who’ve been moving in sync for decades and you'll 
understand why there are now close to 200 dance spots in 
the greater Boston area from which to choose. 

Some of these places — Brookline’s Veronique, for ex- 
ample — attract mainly Baby Boomers, and some college- 


| age dancers. In older, more established ballrooms — such 
| as Moseley’s, in Dedham, or the Wonderland, in Revere 
| —- more mature swingers predominate. But ballroom 


dancing has a way of shattering age barriers, and in most 
dance halls different ages share the floor. 

“In ballroom dancing there is no age,” says Bob Caddick, 
of Bob and Millie’s Norwood and Somerville ballrooms, 
where generations mix rather than match. So in any down- 
town nightclub a father may be seen waltzing his daughter 
around during college break, while in some suburban studio 
a silver-haired matron tangos in the arms of a teenager. 

Here’s a guide to the action. 


Studio parties 


Independent studios around town hold informal weekly 


| or monthly dance parties open to the public. Most parties 


begin with a group lesson, followed by general dancing to 


| tapes or records. Young learners are in the majority here. 
| The studios provide them with comfortably safe places to 
| practice new skills with familiar partners, often from the 
| same class and at a similar level of expertise. While some 
| studios — Mark and Dawna Nocera’s Studio 665, in 


Malden, for example — can be quite handsome, most are 
no-frills spaces. Frequently located in churches or com- 
munity centers, they are as chi-chi as your basic high- 
school gym. 

A studio party is rarely limited to its own class mem- 
bers. A dance student may take lessons primarily at one 
studio, but also check out some of the many parties of- 
fered in the studio network. This crossover “helps build a 


sense of community among the dancers in the area,” says 
Gail Rundlett, of Tempo Dance Studio, in Brighton. 


A mammoth monthly bash sponsored by Roger Weiss’s 
Boston Swing Dance Network serves as an umbrella for 
dancers from all studios and for the general public. Close 


| to 350 young swingers flock to the Church of the Immac- 


| ulate Conception, in North Cambridge, at times overflow- 


ing from the gymnasium onto the sidewalk. There, they 
kick up their heels, jumping and jiving till midnight to the 
beat of a live band. They’re good. Even if you don’t dance, 
it’s worth the $9 just to watch. For information on up- 
coming parties, call Roger Weiss’s Network at 924-8232. 
And for a complete list of other studios hosting dance par- 
ties, see the accompanying box (“Steppin’ Out”). 
Admission to studio parties usually ranges from $5 to 
$10. Dress is casual, but most women shun pants in favor 
of the twirly skirts that show off their fast spins (while 
granting an occasional glimpse of some fancy underpin- 
nings). Serious women dancers wear shoes with sturdy 


| straps over the instep. 


The studios are great social catalysts — and notorious 


| matchmakers. Any studio director in town can tell you 
| about a romance or marriage that germinated on the 


dance floor. What’s more, the class routine of changing 
partners throws students into each others’ arms, and even 
dancers who arrive at the parties in couples usually switch 
partners several times for variety’s sake 

For those who end up tying the knot, local independent 
studios and franchises, such as Boston’s Arthur Murray 
and Fred Astaire studios, are coaching soon-to-be-mar- 
ried Bostonians anxious to shine at their wedding recep- 
tions. That’s also a new development. A generation ago,

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few newlyweds deigned to waltz at their weddings — that 
was for old folks. But now it’s more and more common, 
and a number of studios are offering handy wedding 
workshops — crash courses for the Big Day. 


The university ballroom-club network 


A new generation of ballroom dancers is sprouting up at 
many colleges in the region. In the last year alone, five 
new college ballroom clubs — at BU, Northeastern, Tufts, 
Dartmouth, and Brandeis — joined the ballroom net- 
work, giving New England one of the densest concentra- 
tions of college ballroom clubs in the nation. 

Most clubs schedule public dances, dance classes, 
workshops, and outings. They also train teams of students 
for national and international competitions. As if that 
weren’t enough, undergraduates can often dance up a few 
physical-education credits at ballroom classes taught at 
their college or university. 

MIT’s club, 300 members strong, is among the most 
social. It invites the public, young and old, to workshops 
and dances, and even admits outsiders to club member- 
ship. While Harvard’s recently-founded club has spawned 
one of the top competitive dance teams in the country (it’s 
ranked third in the US), MIT’s club — also highly com- 
petitive — has focused on developing a group of fine ball- 
room dancers in the area. 

Newcomers are welcome at MIT’s Sunday workshops 
in Morss Hall. Sessions for beginners run from 1 to 2 
p-m.; sessions for intermediates are from 2 to 3:30 p.m. 
General dancing follows. Members usually pay 50 cents, 
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and non-members, $1. For more information, call MIT’s 
“Line of Dance” at 258-6554.

Steppin’ out at the big ballrooms 

The major ballrooms have been the stomping ground of 
a well-over-40 crowd for years, but more and more new- 
comers are discovering them. Studios and college ball- 
room clubs organize field trips to dance halls like Mose- 
ley’s and Wonderland. At times, as many as 30 Arthur 
Murray students may show up there. Most young dancers 
feel more comfortable arriving in groups, but dating cou- 
ples may find big dance halls an attractive option because 
of their reduced student rates. 

The ballrooms give initiates the priceless experience of 
dancing in competition-level spaces to the rhythm of high- 
quality bands. Students learn to maneuver their partners 
out in the real world — at times rife with human obstacles 
— while keeping to the line of dance. 

Moseley’s on the Charles, in Dedham, a dancer’s mecca 
since 1905, is one of the area’s few remaining historic ball- 
rooms. It is nostalgia plus, with blue and red velvet lining 
the walls and bandstand, pear-drop chandeliers cascading 
from the ceiling, and a mirrored ball showering stars over 
waltzers. Owned for the last two decades by Lou Mel- 
chionna, Moseley’s offers dancers a fine 7500-square-foot 
spring floor and, for the past 32 years, a resident eight- 
piece orchestra: Johnny Shea’s band, which serves up 
danceable fox-trots, waltzes, swing, and Latin numbers. 

Admission on Wednesdays is $8, which includes a free 
group lesson by Barbara Davis from 7 to 8 p.m. On Satur- 
days the cost is $8.50, or $5 for students with ID. Call 
326-3075 for more info. 

Opened in 1927, Wonderland Ballroom, in Revere, is 
the Boston vicinity’s largest dance hall — a sweeping 
10,000 square feet. The ambiance is festive and inviting; 
the floor, excellent. 

Wonderland alternates a variety of small bands, such as 
Ed Pizzi’s, Tony Bruno’s, or Trilogy, while Bobby Bevilaqua 
conducts the Ron Mottola orchestra in the back room. 

Admission is $8 on Wednesdays, $7 on Fridays, and $9 
on Saturdays. Students with ID get in for $5, and free 
group lessons are offered on Wednesdays and Fridays 
from 7 to 9 p.m. Admission on Wednesdays and Satur- 
days also includes a buffet supper provided by owner Au- 
gustine Luongo. A handy feature for dancers without 
wheels: the ballroom is at the Wonderland T-stop. Call 
289-3080 for more info. 

What to wear in the ballrooms? Forget T-shirts, jeans, 
and sneakers. Dancers dress up more than they do at stu- 
dio parties. Most men wear jackets. Women come in 
dresses or skirts, ranging from spangled minis to fringed 
tea-length gowns. Gold or silver shoes often (though not 
always) identify the most competent women dancers. 


In and around town 

One of the most popular dance halls in metropolitan 

Boston, the Veronique, is located in Brookline’s Long- 
wood Towers. The ballroom boasts a fine hardwood floor 
and a gracious atmosphere. Constructed in the late ’20s, 
the Veronique has a decor that’s high Medieval, with lead- 
ed-glass doors, a balustrade balcony, brass chandeliers, 
and pendent ceiling beams capped with intricately carved 
gargoyle musicians. 
But if you imagined a sedate congregation of knights and 
ladies here, imagine again. On Thursdays the place is 
packed with much the same exuberant young crowd seen 
at the big-swing-network parties. They come in groups or 
by themselves, sure to meet others from their dance net- 
work. Revivals of vintage Miller and Basie (among others) 
are rendered by a lively 12-piece family ensemble, the Ed, 
Bill, and Bo Winiker orchestra. Dancers and musicians 
enjoy a good rapport here. 

Women favor dresses or circular skirts; men come in 
jackets or in collared shirts. No T-shirts or jeans. Admis- 
sion is $8. Call 731-4800. 

Next, the Bay Tower Room. “Take a date dancing here 
and she’s yours forever,” says Anne Atheling, a key figure 
in the New England ballroom-dance scene. At the pinnacle 
of a downtown high rise, the Bay Tower Room commands 
a breathtaking view of Boston, allowing dancers to take a 
break from the fox trot or cha-cha and look down on the 
waterfront, the North End, Faneuil Hall, the Custom 
House, and Logan Airport. 

Posh location and elegance aside, the Bay Tower room is 
a great bargain: there’s no cover charge and validated valet 
parking goes for just $4. Music is courtesy of the Totem 
Pole’s Bob Bachelder and his excellent trio, with major 
guest artists, such as Dick Johnson or Herb Pomeroy. Jack- 
ets or collared shirts are required. Call 723-1666. 

Less snazzy but good fun is The Last Hurrah, down- 
stairs at the Parker House. Al Vega’s trio provides de- 
pendable dance music in an intimate setting. The atmo- 
sphere is informal and the clientele — a mixture of all 
ages — dresses casualiy. Another benefit: there’s no cov- 
er. Call 227-8600 for info. 

A little further afield is Raffael’s, in Quincy, which has a 
tiny floor but an enticing view of the water. There’s fine 
music, courtesy of the Zarba Brothers. Again, no cover. 
Call 328-1600. 

If you’re really into old-fashioned elegance, Boston’s 
prestigious Waltz Evenings, at the Copley Plaza Hotel, 
have scarcely changed since their inception a half-century 
ago. Time is recaptured each month as gentlemen in tuxes 
or tails pilot ladies in ball gowns and long white gloves 
counterclockwise ’round the Imperial Ballroom. This isn’t 
quite as open as other dance options (admission is by invi- 
tation only, and the invitation list still includes debutantes 




















and Back Bay matrons), but the sponsors are interested in 
attracting more young waltzers. For info, phone Margaret 
Howell, Inc. at 536-9560. 

A high percentage of dancers in their 20s and 30s hit 
events sponsored by an upscale dance venture, The Night- 
club. This is a moveable dance-feast, the brainchild of 
public-relations powerhouse Caron LeBrun and dance- 
master Don Mason. The Nightclub holds monthly dances 
with Al Vega’s orchestra at the Ritz and elsewhere. Who’s 
Who International, a trés chic singles group, launched its 
Boston chapter with a dance by The Nightclub. These are 
also invitation-only bashes. For info, call 236-6050. 


The taped ballroom 


It doesn’t feature live music, but it’s worth noting: Bob 
and Millie’s Cloud 9 Ballroom, in Norwood, plays recorded 
music, but that doesn’t seem to be a deterrent. This is a fa- 
vorite place for studio outings, and its Sunday-afternoon 
parties are known as “workshops for the educated dancer.” 
They largely attract people who have been seriously taking 
— or giving — lessons. Dancers appreciate the choice se- 
lection of tapes and disks and the impressive sound system. 

All ages mingle here. Though most regulars know each 
other, newcomers soon blend in, thanks to ice-breaking 
mixers and to amiable hosts Bob and Millie. Admission is 
$7.50. Call 282-2305. 

Other places that play only recorded music include the 
South Shore Dance Club, in Hanover (826-2500), and J. 
J. Productions dances, held in various places (623-7571). 

Recorded music has its advantages, but most dancers 
prefer the excitement and interaction generated by the 
more costly live bands. As one grad student explains, “It’s 
a symbiotic relationship. We feed off the musicians and 
they feed off us.” 


Ballrooms beyond Boston 


King Philip Ballroom, in Wrentham, hosts mainly cou- 
ples over 40, but it has a special student rate, and young 
dancers are most welcome there. 

It was opened in 1885 by the grandfather of the present 
owner, Dick Enegren, and its early dance enthusiasts arrived 
there via horse-and-buggy. Its huge dance floor is set in an 
elegant, rustic hall, built partly with timbers from surround- 
ing woods. On warm nights, there’s dancing under the stars 
on the ajoining terrace, which overlooks Lake Pearl. 

Music is provided by Dick Capozzi and Bob Payola. 
Scheduled bi-monthly dances cost $8 to $10 ($5 for stu- 
dents with ID). Dinner is extra. Call (800) 722-1120. 

An hour’s drive from Boston takes you to Rockingham 
Ballroom, in Newmarket, New Hampshire, which has fea- 
tured dancing to live music on Saturdays since the ’30s. 
Thanks to dance classes and aggressive publicity, the 
number of young attendees has greatly increased there. 
Dancing costs $10; dinner is extra. Call (603) 659-2886. 

Other well-kept secrets south of Boston: Jan Ohlson’s 
nonprofit Rockland Sons of Italy (321-6822), and Bob 
Boulas’s Rockland Holiday Inn (871-0545). Both of these 
are bargain spots, featuring live music, a friendly and ca- 
sual atmosphere, and free group lessons by teachers such 
as “Cha-Cha Charlie,” a South Shore legend. The $6.50 
admission at Bob Boulas’s dances even includes a buffet 
twice a week. 

To the north, you'll find Isabel Smith’s popular “Let’s 
Dance” at the Beverly Vittori Rocci Post, now closed for 
the winter (call 508-526-1787), and the North Reading 
Hillview Country Club (592-0235). 


Latin nights 

Despite the area’s large Latin American population, many 
local Latin dance spots have all the longevity of a bubble. 
But two promising new ones are Rachael’s, at the Long 
Wharf Marriott (227-0800), and Destinations, near the 
Haymarket T stop (742-1212), both of which attract many 
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Latin American patrons in their 20s and 30s. Other Latin 
locales: Arborhouse, near Forest Hills, and Choices, in 
Somerville. Anthony’s, in Somerville, has switched from 
Latino to Haitian, but schedules occasional Brazilian nights. 

Boston’s Brazilians enjoy Ipanema, in Southborough; 
the Harbor Club, across from Pier 4; and Narcissus, at 
Kenmore Square. But instead of sensuous Brazilian 
dances like the samba or lambada, in these clubs you see 
mainly a freestyle brand of reggae. 


Resources 

Anne Atheling’s indispensable newsletter, Party Platter, 
lists dates, hours, prices, and addresses of studios and 
dance halls, dance weekends and cruises, university par- 
ties, workshops, competitions, even dancewear outlets — 
in short, anything and everything about the local dance 
scene. For a copy, send $5 and a self-addressed, stamped 
envelope to Anne Atheling, 70-1 Kirkland Street, Cam- 
bridge 02138. 

Another resource is MASSABDA, the Massachusetts 
chapter of USABDA (the US Amateur Ballroom Dancers 
Association), a nonprofit organization that promotes ball- 
room dancing. MASSABDA presents National Ballroom 
Dance Week in Massachusetts (September 10 to 19) and 
supports and guides New England’s university network. Its 
members receive a free subscription to Amateur Dancer. 

Of course, the best way to learn more is by joining the 
scene and taking lessons. The Boston area has a mindbog- 
gling array of competent ballroom-dance instructors. See 
the accompanying box on independent studio parties. Or 
check the Yellow Pages for instructors in your area. It 
makes sense to try more than one teacher, since each may 
have a different forte. 

At some point you may want to learn “international” ball- 
room dancing. This is the highly structured style developed 
in England by the Imperial Society of Teachers of Dancing 
and seen in major ballroom competitions and TV shows. 
Some of the top teachers of “international” here are 
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renowned coach Julius Kaiser, champions Dan Radler and 
Suzanne Hamby, and champions Mark and Dawna Nocera. 

Whether you’re a novice, a pro, or a sidelines spectator, 
you'll be glad to know that the future of ballroom dancing 
is in the capable hands (and feet) of the ’90s generation. 
As an indication, the highly active college clubs are now 
targeting the high schools. Dancers from UMass and Har- 
vard are demonstating their art in public and private sec- 
ondary schools. Decked out in Fred-and-Ginger regalia 
— white tie, tails, and feathery ball gowns — they strut 
their stuff before a bedazzled young audience. And further 
into the future, teachers like Don Mason are training ele- 
mentary school girls and boys (yes, boys, lots of them) for 
Boston cotillions. 

Teacher Dolly Hiller calls ballroom dancing “an art that 
embraces the world.” Dancers around here call it damn 
good fun. Q

I’m not sure when I first began noticing the arcane titles at the tops of paper bags (sam- 
| ples enclosed) but, seeing them once, I began to note others in great variety. Since they don’t 
seem to indicate paper weight or bag size, what are they? And why the Boy Scout names?

I’ve had it on my list to look into this, Mary. Had it on my list for four years, to be pre- 
cise, since your letter actually arrived in January 1989. However, I feel that, from the 
standpoint of improving with age, a good question is like a fine wine. 

No argument, the marks on the paper bags can be pretty strange. Your samples include 
one that consists of a flag on which is inscribed ADVANCE 4, and beneath that the enigmat- 
ic word WA-HA. This must be the Boy Scout name you refer to, although the influence of 
the Shriners cannot be entirely discounted. Another set of marks consists of the word 
TRINITY above an inverted triangle, with, in one version, the word TOREADOR below, while 
another has TOREADOR SQUAT. I am familiar with the concept of doodly-squat, of course, 
but must confess that toreador squat is, to me, at least, an entirely new notion. 

We at the Straight Dope are nothing if not resourceful, however. I called up the folks at 
Stone Container Corporation, the leading maker of paper bags,and learned that Wa-Ha, 
Toreador Squat, and so on, are all trade names applied to various styles and sizes of pa- 
per bags by manufacturers. Wa-Ha is an “SO grocer” bag made of brown kraft paper by 
the Great Plains Bag Company. Great Plains had a thing for Indian names; its line of bags 
included Dakota, Mohican, Wampum, Teepee, and Super Chief. SO stands for self-open- 
ing — if you hold the bag by the half-moon cutout at the top and give it a sharp flip, it’ll 
open by itself. 

Toreador and Toreador Squat are natural kraft bags made by Trinity Bag & Paper 
Company — the Squat variety, as we might have predicted, being squatter in shape than 
the regular kind. You also enclosed samples of Wolf and Tornado bags; both are white 
SO grocer bags, the former made by Union Camp Corporation, the latter by Trinity. 

You’ve also got your Terrier, your Titanic, your Sweepstakes Chunky, and scores of 
other names ranging from the charming to the prosaic. Why so many? We can guess, but 
I would venture to say that in the paper-bag business, you need all the creative outlets you 
can get. Sadly, the whimsical names of yore are slowly fading away. Great Plains and the 
bag-making operations of Trinity B&P, for example, were bought by Stone Container, 
which ditched Toreador Squat for the more informative but unpoetic Natural Shorty. 

The number on the bag, in case you wondered, indicates its capacity. Your smaller units, 
called bags or grocers, have numbers from 2 to 25, signaling the approximate weight in 
pounds of sugar or flour the bag can hold. Your bigger varieties, known as sacks, are sized 
in fractions of a barrel, e.g., %, the size most commonly found in supermarkets. 








Are you going to explain to your readers that, with the three-phase wiring prevalent in the 
world, the two-lines are only 120 degrees apart in phase, and not of opposite polarity as 
you stated [December 25, 1992]? And that, therefore, tapping across them provides only 
208 volts, not 240? Or do you figure nobody will miss the other 32 volts AC? And that ex- 
plaining three-phase polarity isn’t worth the space, justifying your fudge?

Sarcasm plays better when you have at least a general idea what you’re talking about, 
Robert. Three-phase power is used primarily in commercial applications, not homes. 
When I was an electrician’s apprentice, | remember we installed it in a garment factory 
for use with portable electric cloth-cutters. The electrical service in most US homes is 240 
volts single phase with a center tap, giving you the 120 volts needed for most household 





uses. The subject is covered in many standard technical reference books. Read one.

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Food — and music — with soul 


by Robert Nadeau 


ohnny D’s is Somerville’s 

own house of blues, and it 

righteously features Somer- 

ville’s own soul food, which 

is Italian. The rest of the 
menu is well-above-average bar food. 
You can actually eat here and leave be- 
fore the musicians come on, about 9 
p.m., but why not reserve for dinner, 
and, in the process, nail down a good 
table for a good show? They will hit you 
for the cover charge anyway, but there 
are very few places that have music and 
also have better food than this (the Green 
Street Grill, sometimes the Tam). Pick 
your favorite band, and there won’t be 
any place with better music that also has 
good food. 

We knew things would be just fine 
when our appetizers hit the table with a 
whoosh of garlic. Most of that came 
from the sautéed broccoli ($3.25), a 
vegetarian’s entree, underdone just right, 
not too greasy, with some toast rounds 
for contrasting crunch. There must have 
been some more garlic in 
the blackened chicken 
strips ($3.95), which 
were actually blackened, 
only dried out in spots, 
and rather fiery for breast 
meat. I especially liked 
the cunning dip of blue- 
cheese dressing, which 
both cooled the peppery 
coating and reminded me 
subliminally of Buffalo 
wings. vay 

Fried calamari ($3.95) 
is an excellent portion of 
fresh, mild squid, mostly 
rings, medium battered, 
with lemon slices and tar- 
tar sauce. Fair fry job. 
The soup of our day 
($1.75, $2.50) was 
cauliflower, prepared in a 
kind of minestrone with 
fettuccine and near-par- 
mesan cheese. Best soup 
I’ve had in a bar in 
years. 

Among the main dishes, 
I can’t say enough for the 
chicken Palermo ($9.95). 
It’s hard enough to make 
a good-looking sautéed 
chicken cutlet, to wrap it 
in prosciutto and pro- 
volone, and to keep those flavors clean 
and distinct on a dish. But the chef at 
Johnny D’s has managed to turn up a re- 
ally good, honest tomato sauce, integrate 
that with slices of braised fennel, and 
keep it all working. The result: great lay- 
ers of rich flavor with the chicken. Garlic 
helps, of course, and the whole is sup- 
ported by al dente penne (we wangled 
fusili as a substitute, but both pastas were 
top-shelf). It’s not fashionable Italian 
food, but it still makes my mouth water, 
and it’s not so easy to find anymore, ya 
know? 

Johnny D’s claims to use free-range 
chickens and Coleman-brand natural 
beef. The former doesn’t hurt the chick- 
en Palermo any, and the latter gives a 
distinctive character to the bistecca alla 
Roma ($9.95). The grass-fed beef has 
the chewy texture of London broil, espe- 
cially in the more fully cooked end slices, 
but it also has the flavor of fine steak. 
The sauce of sautéed onions and peppers 
is unobtrusive but, when you notice, 
evocative of the better Italian restaurants 
of the pre-Yuppie days. We asked for 
this medium-rare and got some rare cen- 
ter slices and some medium-well done 
end slices. My favorite side dish was

oven-fried potatoes (garlic again!). 
French fries were crispy and plentiful, 
not terribly tasty on their own. The 
baked rice pilaf was acceptable. Sautéed 
cauliflower and carrots made a fine veg- 
etable side dish. Garnishes of sliced 
tomato, kale, or lettuce were unaccept- 
ably wilted — possibly the effect of be- 
ing held under lights. 

Cajun fried shrimp ($11.95) is the 
sort of menu item that usually flags trou- 
ble in these parts. Not so many Cajuns in 
the Boston area, so “Cajun” usually 
means “a lot of pepper” in local attempts 
to fake Southern food. Given the blues 
context, there was every reason to fear 
that here, but this turned out to be a 
handsome platter of jumbo shrimp in a 
pleasantly greasy fry and with a very 
sweet batter. I’d guess they could make 
the leftover shrimp batter into dough- 
nuts. I find that sweet batter often works 
well with shrimp, and it was even more 
successful here because of the lively bar- 
becue sauce — sweet, sour, tomato- 
based, toned up salsa-style with cilantro 
and scallions. It wasn’t Cajun either, but 
I liked that dip. 

(New England actually 
does have Cajuns of a kind, 
real Acadian Franco-Amer- 
icans whose ancestors 
weren't deported from the 
forests of Nova Scotia and 
Northern Maine, and 
whose family cooking 
therefore never encoun- 
tered gumbo or alligator or 
tabasco peppers. If you 
wanted to have a restaurant 
called “The Original Ca- 
jun,” you could serve buck- 
wheat crépes at dinner, 
pork pies, yellow pea soup, 
and such. Fiddle and ac- 
cordian music in the bar.) 

A dinner of Cajun sau- 
sage ($8.25) was nicely 
turned up, though the 
sausages were hard to dis- 
tinguish from Italian hots. 
Maybe a heavier proportion 
of black pepper in the 
spices. Each link, however, 
was split four ways at one 
end, and prettily napped 
with a tasty mustard sauce. 

Of the desserts available 
our night, the winner far 
and away was the pecan 
pie, about double the typi- 
cal slice and on the sweet 
side, true to the Southern idea of blues 
food. A chocolate-truffle cake with 
peanut-butter frosting — now there’s a 
silk purse with the sow’s ear pinned right 
on the front — was actually a normal 
chocolate cake, but with one enriched 
layer for the “truffle” part and a fairly 
mild tang of peanut butter in the frosting. 
So it worked as chocolate cake, register- 
ing neither the richness of “truffle” nor 
the Halloweeny Reese’s taste of peanut- 
butter fudge. I found the apple pie over- 
spiced and heavy of crust. Good coffee. 
Tea, a bag, was served alongside a cup of 
hot water. When I see this I quickly plop 
the bag in and cover the cup with the 
saucer. Sometimes it brews a little, some- 
times not. 

Service at Johnny D’s is rather good, 
even as showtime approaches and the bar 
fills up with a young crowd. The room 
holds smoke even when very few people 
are smoking, and it is loud even when the 
bands aren’t playing. The background 
music is almost as good as the live music, 
which is very good indeed. We heard a 
young, white blues trio led by Bobby Rad- 
cliff, a fine guitarist and weak singer with 
an affinity for quick tempos and the mu- 
sic of Magic Sam. Q

Surrounded by sights and sound in the Museum of Sci- 
ence’s Mugar Omni Theater, it’s easy to forget you’re 
watching a film, not trekking across Antarctica, riding a 
roller-coaster, or, in the case of the newest Omni film, 
swinging through a rain forest.

rather than a landlubbing homo sapiens. Achieving that 
goal required a bit more than a camcorder, a tripod, 
and a boom mike. 

The Omni camera is a squat 85-pound machine 
about the size of a milk-carton crate. It’s shaped like a 
normal film camera but lies on its side because Omni 
films are projected horizontally onto the screen. The 
camera’s weight provides the stability that’s so crucial 
to a film that will be seen on a screen four stories high, 
where the slightest shudder becomes an earthquake. 

Moving the camera along the floors of jungles in Aus- 
tralia, Costa Rica, French Guiana, and Malaysia required 
an all-terrain vehicle, but horizontal movement was rela- 
tively easy for Shedd’s 14-person team. To achieve tree- 
top shots, the crew assembled what Shedd calls a “maxi- 
pod.” That’s a tripod with extension ladders as legs. 
Shedd also had the crew rig trees with a pulley system 


comprising a climbing rope and a bicycle wheel. 

And as they filmed the sights, the Tropical Rainfor- 
est team had to record the sounds. Shedd insisted that 
the screeches, shrieks, and serenades that accompany 
any given scene be true to the cyclical patterns and 
rhythms of the jungle. Taking advantage of the Omni’s 
multi-track sound system called for further precision, 
so that when you look eye-to-eye with a spider, the 
sounds of birds above do in fact come from above. 
The film’s final sonic result is a combination of 70 
soundtracks. 

The rain forests’ drastic variations in light, their deli- 
cate ecology, and an abundance of ticks and vampire 
bats were among the other challenges Shedd & Co. 
faced. Ultimately, it took $2.1 million, 10 weeks on lo- 
cation, and six months of post-production to produce 
the 38 minutes of Tropical Rainforest. All this work to 
create the illusion that there was no work done at all — 
that the rain forest just blossomed on its own, right 
there in the theater.

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The reel Malcolm X 


s sharp and witty as Denzel Washing- 
ton’s performance is in Spike Lee’s Mal- 
colm X, it’s only a shadow of the real 
thing, says Gerald O’Grady, associate 
professor of Media Study at SUNY Buffalo. “It’s al- 
most impossible, however great an actor is, to play a 
person we all know well from television. I think Denzel 
Washington did an enormously great performance, but 
it’s not Malcolm X. Malcolm X himself was a tremen- 
dously talented performer and a great speaker, and it’s 
a thrill to see him on film.” 

O’Grady is the curator of “Remembering Malcolm 
X,” a series of seven seldom-seen documentaries featur- 
ing Malcolm X that will visit the Harvard Film Archive 
next weekend, coinciding with the 28th anniversary of 
the African-American leader’s assassination. 

Among the rediscoveries in the series are 1972’s 








Malcolm X (February 19 through 24), a 
documentary that, like Lee’s film, was 
produced by Marvin Worth, co-written by 
Arnold Perl, and based on The Axutobiog- 
raphy of Malcolm X. Other highlights in- 
clude Mike Wallace and Louis Lomax’s 
1959 TV documentary The Hate That Hate Produced 
(February 19), which introduced the Black Muslim 
minister to millions; Malcolm X: The Struggle for Free- 

dom (February 20), with the post-Mecca Malcolm as- 
serting the importance of women in the human-rights 
movement; and The Negro and the American Promise 
(February 20), in which Malcolm X debates Kenneth 
Clark, the. sociologist whose testimony on the evils of 
the “separate but equal” doctrine was instrumental in 
the Supreme Court’s 1954 Brown v. Board of Educa- 

tion desegregation decision. 

“People will be surprised, not that he’s a powerful 
demagogue, but an aggressive, analytical, intellectual 
mind,” says O’Grady, who will lead discussions before 
and after the screenings. 

Unlike Martin Luther King Jr., Malcolm X is only 
now starting to become a subject of scholarly study, 
not just because of the Lee film, but because source 


materials have been scarce. “Malcolm X’s family -

wasn’t willing to provide scholars with access to mate- 
rials,” O’Grady explains. “When he was shot, others 
who were close to him, and had materials, feared for 
their lives and fled the country. He himself shot films 
in Mecca and showed them when he came back. No 
one knows where they are. Hopefully, some of that’s 
beginning to emerge.” 

O’Grady is encouraged by the recent surfacing of 
such unseen documents as the three unpublished chap- 
ters of Alex Haley’s Autobiography manuscript. And for 
his part, he has rescued more than 100 civil-rights-era 
documentaries from obscurity or deterioration, in the 
hope of creating a permanent film archive for civil- 
rights historians. 

For now, visitors to the series will have to be content 
with the seven films he’s bringing to the HFA. Together, 
O’Grady says, they shed light on Malcolm X’s evolution 
from black separatist to universal-human-rights advo- 
cate. “He was willing to learn.and change his mind, and 
as he moved, he told you whéré he moved, in thé most 
stunning language. The films will bring all that out.”

Untamed Heart is a nifty Valentine

he’s held onto since childhood: that the 
King of the Baboons donated his own 
heart to replace Adam’s defective one. 

This could result in metaphor overkill, 
but director Tony Bill handles everything 
with an almost painful tenderness and del- 
icacy, with the notable exception of the 
harrowing early scene where Caroline is 
nearly raped after her shift. Adam, who’s 
been discreetly following her home, res- 
cues her. She’s so mortified that she stays 
home from work for days; it takes time to 
muster the nerve to thank Adam, after 
which they slowly and naturally begin to 
draw each other out of their shells. 

One reason the movie works so well is 
that, like its characters, it has modest aspi- 
rations and expectations. First-time screen- 
writer Tom Sierchio’s screenplay is lean 
and trim, yet it leaves plenty of room for 
telling moments where the characters inad- 
vertently unveil themselves through their 

. actions. The actors take full advantage of 
these moments, particularly Tomei and 
Perez, who tell you all you need to know 
about their friendship when they have a 
napkin-throwing fight that dissolves into 
giggles. These actresses were last year’s 
two greatest comic scene stealers (Perez in 
White Men Can’t Jump, Tomei in My 
Cousin Vinny), and their chemistry is so 
much fun to watch that it’s a shame the 
movie has to leave Perez’s smart-mouthed 
Eve Arden update on the sidelines so often. 

Slater, too, is a pleasant surprise. Aban- 
doning the Jack Nicholson shtick and the 
action-movie flash that have propped up 
most of his previous films, he proves sur- 
prisingly eloquent in conveying the guile- 
less Adam’s emotions, even though Adam 
is so inarticulate. 

The real reason to see Untamed Heart, 
howeve: is Tomei, who at last has the 
showcase her gifts deserve. Aside from her 
parlor-trick skill at mastering the nasal 
Minneapolitan accent, Tomei has what 
may be the largest, most liquid, expressive 
eyes in film. In a scene at the beginning of

ttention slackers: here is 
the first Hollywood love 
story made for you. Un- 
tamed Heart’s protagonists 
are emotionally numb yet 
painfully self-conscious twentysomethings 
residing in chic poverty (one still lives at 








| home), working shitty McJobs, smoking a 
| lot of cigarettes and drinking a lot of cof- 


fee, and living under diminished expecta- 
tions. Their relationships could be an 
archetype for the downscaled ’90s, where 
a suitor tries to impress you with his 
wealth by boasting that his dad owns a 
hardware store, or where a supreme ro- 
mantic gesture is taking your sweetheart 
to a hockey game. 

Oh, and don’t worry, Boomers, there’s 
plenty here for you, too. The film is un- 
abashedly romantic, with a sweetness (if 
not naiveté) and subtlety of suggestion 
(rather than today’s cold, dutiful explicit- 
ness) that you remember from the films of 
your youth, complete with a tearjerking 
twist that forces a comparison to late-’60s 
landmarks like Midnight Cowboy and Love 
Story. And the lovers listen to Nat King 
Cole — on viny!! 


Untamed Heart is set in a Minneapolis 
diner, but it’s no Frankie & Johnny, with 
two glamorous movie icons slumming un- 
convincingly in a Neil Simon-like sit-com 
that seemed ashamed of its storybook sen- 
timents. Untamed Heart is also a fairy tale, 
but its characters are always credible in 
their hesitant steps toward romance. Caro- 
line (Marisa Tomei), a waitress at the din- 
er, is fearful of getting involved again, 
thanks to a string of ill-fated relationships 
and the cynical advice of co-worker Cindy 
(Rosie Perez). But her small acts of kind- 
ness have stirred the heart of shy, silent 
Adam (Christian Slater), the busboy. 
Adam is a childlike, feral orphan (the Cole 
song he likes is “Nature Boy”) with a mys- 
terious scar over his heart, which he later 
explains with a pathetic but poetic story 


the film, Caroline greets the boyfriend who 
she doesn’t know is about to dump her. As 
the horrible realization dawns, she says 
nothing, but you can see the arc of their 
relationship play across her eyes over the 
agonizing seconds, like the trailer for a 
bad movie she’s seen too many times. 
Tomei provides a wealth of such moments, 
and when she starts gazing at Slater’s 
Adam, her eyes convey a mixture of joy, 
embarrassment, fear, and wonder with 
each glance. 

Audiences young and old, male and fe- 
male, have been so starved for screen ro- 
mance lately that they’re willing to make a 
hit of a staggering glitzosaurus like The 
Bodyguard. Those viewers should check 
out Untamed Heart and be reminded of 
why less is more.

Love on a budget 


Tony Bill wears his Heart on his sleeve 


EW YORK — Unabashedly romantic movies 
IN: rare these days, as are movies with good 

roles for women. So when low-concept, low- 
budget director Tony Bill (Five Corners) was casting 
first-time screenwriter Tom Sierchio’s modest romance 
called Baboon Heart, actresses came running. (The title 
was changed to Untamed Heart, says producer Helen 
Buck Bartlett, because MGM didn’t want viewers to 
think it was “a transplant movie.”) 

“I thought a woman wrote it,” Bartlett says, praising 
its sensitivity. “I don’t understand women,” Sierchio in- 
sists, “but I feel I listen to them.” 

For the role of the insecure waitress who falls in love 
with a withdrawn busboy who believes he has a baboon’s 
heart, MGM wanted Madonna. “Yeah, that was just an 
idea, and it wasn’t a good idea,” Bill says. “I felt that if she 
had enough confidence in her abilities to do a screen test, 
I’d give her a try, but she didn’t want to test.” So Madon- 
na walked. “I said, ‘No problem.’ Every other actress in 
the business wanted to do it, so I wasn’t worried.” 

Instead, Bill fought for Marisa Tomei, who had yet to 
make a splash in My Cousin Vinny. “I had read her for 
Five Corners, and though there wasn’t room for her in 
that movie, I remembered her, and I thought that she was 
a very special kind of actress, an actress that can break 
your heart. And this was a young script. I didn’t want it to 
become Frankie & Johnny by casting older people in it.” 

Bill did get an established name for the male lead, 
Christian Slater, who had been reluctant to play a role so 
close to his own reserved personality — and so far from 
the Jack Nicholson Jr. persona he’d coasted on since 
Heathers. “It was difficult, maybe because it was so 
closely related to me,” Slater explains. “Sometimes it 


takes the outside advice of other people to help you 
along. I’m grateful that Tony Bill really saw me as this 
character. | would just argue with him about why I 
thought I shouldn’t do this movie. He’d say, ‘You can 
absolutely do this. I’m really excited about it. I believe 
that you do have a lot of these characteristics.’ 

Actually, Bill says he hardly knew the real Slater. “But 
I knew the real person would be interesting. Any real 
person is interesting. So, I told him, “You just have to 
trust me that I’m not going to let you act in this movie. If 
I catch you acting, I’m going to cut. I want to see you 
being a real person.’ ” 

That “Don’t act” style of direction was a challenge for

his eye very much. He has very low tolerance for bullshit. 
He meant, ‘Don’t bullshit.’ He didn’t mean, ‘Don’t get 
into your character.’ 

“There were lines that were hard to pull off and make 
them real. It could be a little bit stiff. He always made 
them be really natural. He had real control.” 

Tomei and fellow waitress Rosie Perez did have per- 
sonal experience from their starving-actress Jays to draw 
from. Perez has an especially long résumé o! uninspiring 
pre-stardom jobs. “I used to work at McDonald’s,” she 
recalls. “John the Bum used to come in and ask for food 
all the time, and he was a sincere bum, he was dimwit- 
ted, he didn’t have a chance in life, and it as Christmas 
so I gave him a hamburger, and they fired me. But who 
has the last laugh? Ha ha ha!” 

Bill says he hopes naturalistic, emotional romances 
like Untamed Heart are coming back into fashion. 
“What’s the last time you saw even an attempt at a love 
story? It’s a forgotten genre.” 

Why? “There are no more impedimer’., like the 
lovers having different nationalities or religions or ages. 
Now, what’s the problem? What’s keeping them apart? 
That’s difficult to invent today, unless it’s artificial stuff, 
like ghosts. In real life, everyone has a love story, but it’s 
hard to construct a situation that works on film. 

“This movie asks whether there’s room for a romantic 
film about how real people deal with life. Because in real 
life, all love stories end with one of the lovers dying. 
When you say, “‘We’re going to be together forever,’ for- 
ever is a very short time (unless you make a movie about 
people who come back after death and whisper in your 
ear). A real love story is about two people who don’t 
come together immediately and who, when they do, en- 
joy their life until one of them dies. This movie is a mi- 
crocosm of that story.” 

That real-life appeal extends beyond female viewers, 
he says. “One thing that surprised me is how many | | 
young men liked the movie. Young men are not known | | 
for letting their emotions out. I saw a gang member at 
the test screening crying. I thought, ‘Wow, if we got to 
that guy, maybe there’s something there.’ ”

comfortable with the low-comic require- 
ments of a stock role), who can’t fathom 
her fixation on the Kennedys but tolerates 
it — up to a point. He lets her join the 
crowd that greets Jack and Jackie at the 
Dallas Airport; driving home, she sees po- 
lice cars on the run and people rushing up 
to peer at store-window TVs. 

The director, Jonathan Kaplan, does a 
fine job of suggesting the mood in Dallas 
moments after the shooting; one long shot 
of a silent still congregation outside a store 
while the TV blares the horrible news feels 
like a funeral grouping. Lurene is freaked 
out by what she sees and hears. Pfeiffer’s 
body stiffens — she seems to turn to papi- 
er-maché, except for the pain that registers 
in her eyes, in waves. 

Ray puts his foot down when Lurene 
begs him to take her to the funeral in DC, 
so she sneaks out, leaving him a note. On 
the bus she tries to befriend a black man, 
Paul Cater (Dennis Haysbert); he’s wary, 
but his five-year-old daughter Jonell 
(Stephanie McFadden), who’s solemn and 
nearly silent, responds to her kindness, 
which is genuinely felt. 

Late that night, the bus goes off the road 
to avoid a collision, and Lurene innocently 
indicates to the cops that Paul was awake 
and witnessed the accident. His reluctance 
to be questioned and her discovery that he 
gave her a phony name make her suspi- 
cious, and when she takes Jonell to the 


bathroom and sees scars on her stomach, 
she assumes Paul has abducted her — and 
calls the FBI from the depot. Then she 
learns that he’s the kid’s natural father, 
who stole her from the county home where 
she’d been sent — and evidently mistreated 
— after her mother’s death. 

Up to this point, Love Field is engrossing 
and enjoyable (it’s also well shot, by Ralph 
Bode, and well staged by Kaplan). Even af- 
ter the FBI development, I stayed with it 
because of Pfeiffer and Haysbert, a 
straightforward actor who’s able to convey 
warmth and tension at the same time. 

But the plot is rigged. Roos didn’t have 
to send Paul and Jonell on the lam with 
Lurene (who, having mistakenly blown the 
whistle on Paul, sticks around to try to help 
him) in order to create an alliance — and, 
inevitably, a romance — between them. He 
didn’t have to put Lurene, whose innate de-

VOLERE VOLARE 


Somewhere between Italo Calvino and 
Harpo Marx lies the world of Italian com- 
ic and filmmaker Maurizio Nichetti. He 
first made an impression on American au- 
diences with The Icicle Thief, an inge- 
nious if ultimately flat merging of neo-re- 
alism and surrealism, self-reflexivity and 
slapstick. His new film Volere Volare 
merges these realms with Fellini-esque 
live action and ribald animation, and 
though its wild leaps from farce to meta- 
physics can be exhilarating, the film wants 
more than it flies. 

It’s the tale of a timid sound-effects 
man, played by Nichetti, who discovers 
there is more to life than dubbing old 
Looney Tunes. He meets up with a prosti- 
tute whose life is similarly empty, even 
though she regales her clientele by playing 
nurse to their mock deaths or by being 
decorated like a cake. They fall in love; 
unfortunately Nichetti finds his awakened 
sex drive is turning him into a cartoon, 
and, indeed, the film’s voyeurism and coy- 
ness where sex is concerned gets embar- 
rassingly banal and pre-adolescent. Volere 
Volare is a guilty pleasure in more ways 
than one; at the same time it intrigues with 
its conceptual challenges, it also tweaks 
the fancy of the obnoxious nine-year-old 
in all of us.

he idea behind the Boston 
Festival is simple: in the 
dead of winter, after the usu- 
al gloomy forecast from 
Punxsutawney Phil, folks 
need some revitalizing entertainment. 
Well, needing is one thing, but wanting — 
when the alternative is hibernating with a 
mug of cocoa and a warm television — is 
something else. So is this year’s festival 
exciting enough to coax us off our couches 
and into the wind-whipped city?

The most promising event of the third 
annual Boston Festival is the Dance Show- 
case this Sunday, the 14th. It runs from 1 
to 5 p.m. at the Boston Ballet Center for 
Dance and Education at 19 Clarendon 
Street. Somehow, more than two dozen 
dance groups are going to showcase their 





respective talents over the four-hour peri- 
od and give viewers a chance to sample 
just about every type of dance the world 
has to offer. Many of the area’s best 
groups will perform, including the Marcus 
Schulkind Dance Com- 
pany, Impulse Dance 

Company, members of 

the Boston Conserva- 

tory Dance Division, 

Peter DiMuro/Perfor- 

mance Associates, the 

Ballet Theatre of Bos- 

ton, and Spencer/Colton. The evening will 
likely be a little disjointed — what with 
rapid-fire genre switches and truncated 
programs — but it’s a unique chance to 
find out what the city’s dance scene has to 
offer. Note your favorites and plan to 
catch their next full concerts. 

The rest of the city’s best arts programs 
fit into the Boston Festival under the 
coupon-book heading. The festival coupon 
book is $5 and can be purchased at Star 
Market, Filene’s Basement, Bostix at Fa- 
neuil Hall, the Boston Garden box office, 
the Boston Common visitor center, Boston 
Trolley Tours ticket booths, and partici- 
pating Dunkin’ Donuts franchises.

Off the couch 


When it’s cold outside, the 
Boston Festival heats up 
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Symphony Hall performance on February 
21. Don Quixote, just opened by the Boston 
Ballet at the Wang Center, can be seen at a 
$5 discount; so can the Roger Norring- 
ton/BSO performance of Beethoven’s Mis- 
sa Solemnis on March 2. Dance Umbrella 
offers 20 percent off tickets to the February 
25 Yukie Shiroma and June Watanabe per- 
formance at the Emerson Majestic Theatre. 
And the coupon book also affords excuses 
to catch some current big museum exhibits, 
including “Performing Objects” at the In- 
stitute of Contemporary Art and the “Build- 
ing a Collection” contemporary-art shows 
at the Museum of Fine Arts. 

Outdoors, another art collection will be 
built right before visitors’ eyes. How long 
the exhibit will stay up depends on how 
long the mercury stays low. We’re talking 
about the ice sculptures created in the 
FRIS (as in vodka) Ice Carving Competi- 
tion at Faneuil Hall, which is to begin 
Thursday the 11th and end this Saturday. 


Another weather-dependent festival offer- 
ing is its series of ice-skating sessions at 
the Public Garden’s lagoon, where swan 
boats tote tourists all summer. If it’s cold 
enough, there will be skating daily Satur- 
day through next Sun- 
day. On the 13th, the 
hours are 11 a.m. to 3 
p.m., and Bruins god 
Bobby Orr will cut the 
ice from noon to 2. On 
all other skating days, 
the hours are 11 a.m. 
to 9 p.m. Rental skates will be available. 
Other outdoor events include laser shows 
from 6:30 to 9:30 every night this week- 
end in Copley Square. 

Back indoors, Boston Festival will offer 
a full schedule of kids’ activities, oodles of 
noodles — they call it a “Pasta Festa” — 
next weekend at the Park Plaza Castle, 
and the “Celebration of Difference.” The 
latter is, as we expect from every festival 
this city hosts, a multi-cultural extravagan- 
za. Mostly music — there are shows this 
Friday and Saturday nights at the Berklee 
Performance Center. Friday’s line-up in- 
cludes Brazilian tunes from U.B.B. Escola 
de Samba, jazz from the Teodross Avery 
Quartet, collegiately named rock band 
Jack Strops, and the hip-hop quintet Up 
Beat Boys. Saturday’s line-up includes 
Portrait and Four Your Pleasure. 

As they say in the Ginsu-knife ad (and 
countless others), “But wait, there’s 
more.” The Boston Festival phone line is 
367-0021. There’s a supplement else- 
where in this week’s Phoenix. And just by 
picking up a coupon book, you'll find 
enough going on to keep you off your 
couch right through March.

avid Henry Hwang’s 
new play Face Value 
sounds like one big mul- 
ti-cultural identity crisis, 
a door-slamming roun- 
delay in which what you see ain’t what you 
get. But tell that to the duped French 
diplomat in Hwang’s Tony-winning M. 
Butterfly, whose preconception-blinkered 
eyes, as well as a few other organs, got the 











wool pulled over them. Once again Hwang 

has set up shop at the intersection of cul- 
tural stereotype and thwarted romance. 
Still, anyone going to the Broadway-bound 
Face Value — which officially opens at 
Boston’s Colonial Theatre February 13 — 
expecting M. Butterfly will be as surprised 
as the French diplomat was when he dis- 
covered his Chinese diva had a dick. This 
time out, the M. is for Moliére. 

According to the Chinese-American, 
chicly Californian Hwang, “I had wanted 
since 1989 to write a farce about mistaken 
racial identity. But I put it aside because I 
couldn’t come up with a plot device.” That 
problem was solved, in 1990, by the now- 
famous flap over the British musical Miss 
Saigon, whose producer Cameron Mack- 
intosh came under fire for the casting of 
Welsh actor Jonathan Pryce in the pivotal 
role of a Eurasian pimp. Pryce, who had 
starred in the London show, was eventual- 
ly allowed to do so on Broadway as well, 
but not before Mackintosh essentially 
quashed an Actors Equity stand that the 
role should be played by an Asian. Hwang 
weighed in on the losing side of the con- 
troversy, but in its wake he found the 
mechanism for his farce. 

Face Value centers on a Broadway. mu- 
sical called The Real Manchu, in which a 
Caucasian actor, made up as an Asian, is 
cast as Fu Manchu. Meanwhile, two 
Asian-American actors, in whiteface, plot 
to disrupt opening night. But that’s noth- 
ing compared to the ruckus kicked up by a 
couple of white supremacists who try to 
kidnap the fake Asian for putting white 
thespians out of work. And, oh yes, there’s 
enough backstage sparking that the play’s 
handlers can’t decide whether to bill it as a 
farce or a romantic comedy. 

Says Hwang, “The notion here is that 
everybody starts out with a position on a 
particular issue which is very set in stone. 
And by the end of the play, everyone has at 
least gone through the process where they 
take the exact opposite position and then 
come back to someplace in the middle, 
someplace that’s kind of conciliatory. And 
in that process everybody has to change

faces; everyone becomes a different race 
before the end of the play.” In other 
words, dialectic farce, Brechtian Feydeau. 

“I suppose the question I’ve wanted to 
deal with,” Hwang continues, “is just the 
arbitrariness of racial mythology. That is, 
we assume that these features, this pig- 
mentation, tells us something about an in- 
dividual. And I think, if it ever did in the 
past, as the world becomes increasingly 
smaller and as immigration becomes in- 
creasingly more complicated, this is less 
true than ever. I suppose I wonder, there- 
fore, whether race is a construct that’s 
outlived its usefulness. . . . I think that a 
play in which everyone puts on another 
person’s face and then has to play that role 
for one reason or another sort of implies 
the arbitrariness of the whole situation: 
that, theoretically, any of us could wind up 
behind any face. And how does that affect 
our perceptions of ourselves and other 
people’s perceptions of us?” 

About Face Value’s connection to its real- 
life inspiration, Hwang has this to say: “I 
think the play ends up not being very much 
about Miss Saigon. With M. Butterfly, for 
instance, I think the immediate question 
one asks, upon hearing the plot, is, ‘How 
could he not know? How did they have sex 
together?’ And I think that ultimately, in the 
play, that turns out to be the least interest- 
ing question. Similarly, I think, with this 
play, the idea ‘How does it relate to Miss 
Saigon?’ might be the first question that 
comes to mind, but, after seeing the play, it 
really is the least interesting.” 

Far more intriguing, to Hwang at least, is 
the connection between cultural stereotyp- 
ing and personal relationships — some- 
thing he probes not only in Face Value but 
also in Bondage, which premiered last 
spring at the Actors Theatre of Louisville’s 
annual Humana Festival of New American 
Plays. Not to mention in real life, which for 
several years Hwang has shared with the 
blonde, Midwestern actress Kathryn Layng. 
She plays nurse Curly on TV’s Doogie 
Howser — whose squeaky-clean medical 
prodigy might have to take his own pulse at 
Bondage, in which Layng, in leather, plays a 
dominatrix acting out various race-connect- 
ed sexual scenarios with a masked man who 
turns out to be Asian. 

Hwang explains, “If M. Butterfly is a play 
about people who ultimately can’t connect 
because they’re separated by cultural precon- 
ceptions, I think the two more recent plays 
are about trying to transcend those things 
and suggesting certain means by which we 
might be able to achieve actual intimacy de- 
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becomes a different race before the end of the play.” 
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spite the preconceptions that separate us.” 

At the mention of the mix-and-match 
connections among Bondage, Face Value, 
and his own boudoir, the always-articulate 
Hwang doesn’t blink. “Life and work do go 
hand-in-hand,” he admits cheerily. “And so 
the fact that I have been involved with 
something intercultural for a few years now, 
and have had a lot of satisfaction in that re- 
lationship, is just one part of a larger jour- 
ney I’ve been taking from sort of ethnic iso- 
lation to trying to figure out how to go back 
into the culture and learn from it, change it, 
have a real tug-of-war with the culture. 

“We’re certainly at a point right now, 
historically, where there are certain ten- 
dencies that are coming out in various eth- 
nic groups toward isolationism, toward 
nationalism, and I think that’s understand- 

able. I’ve gone through that phase myself, 
so I certainly don’t condemn it. But I do 
feel that if you hang around that place too 
long, it becomes like these people who are, 
like, 30 and still hanging around their old 
high schools.” 

Certainly Hwang isn’t one to hang 
around his old high school, even his old 
dramaturgical turf. Although Face Value, he 
says, is not devoid of the broad, Chinese- 
mythology-tinged theatricality that has 
marked his previous stage work, from 
Dance and the Railroad to M. Butterfly, it is 
his first farce. “One of the things that was 
really fun about doing this piece,” he says, 
“was that I got to go back and read a lot of 
Feydeau and Labiche and Moliére, people 
that I frankly hadn’t paid that much atten- 
tion to at college and at Yale. As an under- 
graduate and in my early 20s, I somehow 
thought all that was frivolous. I was more 
interested in being Brechtian or something. 
And now to get a chance to kind of redis- 
cover those authors and also hijack the 
forms for my own purposes was a real joy.” 

Farce, proffers Hwang, is a form in 
which “everything you learn about the char- 
acters and their situations has to be revealed 
by turns of the plot. It just moves like a 
truck.” One that he has indeed hijacked and 
gunned: “I wanted to take some of things 
I’ve learned from Western farceurs but also 
change the form to fit my own aesthetic de- 
sires. I think a lot of my work has been an 
attempt to take what are essentially Western 
forms but fuse them with an Asian sensibili- 
ty, and it’s the same thing here. It’s just 
that, rather than fusing a kitchen-sink dra- 
ma or a Peter Shaffer play with something 
Asian, I’m trying to fuse a Moliére play with 
something Asian.” In other words, you can 
forget all about that slow boat to China. QO

atching a large-cast musical 
like Happy End at the flea- 
circus-sized Back Alley The- 
ater put me in mind of John- 
son’s famous retort to Boswell’s news that he 
had heard a woman preach. “Sir, a woman’s 
preaching is like a dog’s walking on his hin- 











der legs,” cracked the critic. “It is not done 
well; but you are surprised it is done at all.”

Not that Happy End — an amalgama- 
tion of Shaw’s Major Barbara, Marx’s Das 


Kapital, and Brecht’s curdled romanticism 


— demands a particularly opulent or artful 
treatment. At the behest of their producer, 
Brecht and Weill tossed off the 1929 musi- | 
cal after the success of Threepenny Opera, | 
recycling, this time in Chicago, the earlier | 
show’s mixture of economic satire, anti- 
heroic criminals, and sardonic love songs. 
It would have been a hit had Helene Weigel 
not pulled out and read a communist man- 
ifesto during the last scene on opening | 
night in Berlin. (Whether or not Brecht | 
gave it to her isn’t clear.) A riot ensued. 
From the production at the American | 





Repertory Theatre a decade ago, I remem- | 
bered that the score was terrific, filled with | 


such tart cannon balls as “Surabaya John- 
ny” and “The Mandalay Song,” but that 
the book was scattershot at best, slapdash 
at worst. On second viewing, Brecht’s 
treatment of a gauche Americana, spruced 


up with amusing swipes at the Salvation | 


Army and musical conventions, seems 
stronger than I thought. Happy End is a 
sort of Guys and Dolls for the radical set, a 
sloppy but enjoyable product by a couple of 
lefties out for a little quick lucre. 

So the show keeps you smiling, despite 
the countless temptations to groan provid- 
ed by the Back Alley cast, who take their 
cues from the Bowery Boys more than 
from Brecht. The diminutive Justine Seri- 
no, as Hallelujah Lil, tries to belt out 
Weill’s tunes, but she manages no more 
than a reedy love tap. Fellow cast members 
yowl and roar for all they’re worth, 14 
voices tying your ear in knots, as, amid the 
frenzy, music director Lucy Holstedt 
plunks the piano with gaunt determination. 

Only Geoffrey Stewart, as Bill Cracker 
(Happy End’s Mack the Knife retread), 
treats his role as a cartoon rather than as a 
caricature, refusing to goose the show up 
with gratuitous hemming and hamming. 
And Eileen Sullivan has lots of fun doing a 
horrible Greta Garbo accent as the myste- 
rious Russian ringleader, the Fly. The rest 
of the cast deserve to be swatted, particu- 
larly Kip Keith (Boston’s Huntz Hall) as 
Baby Face; the smarmy Michael Malkoff as 
the Professor; and the hapless Mary Eliza- 
beth Kearney as Dr. Nakamura. 

Still, it’s nice to see veteran local actor 
Patrick English again. A burly performer with 
a booming voice and spiky white beard, he 
bellows “The Mandalay Song” at a volume 
loud enough to be heard in Burma. And 
draped in a flowing sequined dress, a small 


ribbon tied around his beard, English as- | 


saults the eye as well as the ear. The actor 
isn’t quite what Brecht meant by his infa- 
mous “alienation effect,” but he’s as close as 
the Back Alley’s Happy End ever gets. Q 
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some of the material here has been lifted, to

Judith Black and Women on 


Their Feet explore comedy

hen Betsy Salkind says 
she’s a comedian, peo- 
ple like to ask her 
whether she’s funny. 
“No,” she replies. “It’s 
not that kind of comedy.” Actually, several 
species of humor take the floor in Women 
on Their Feet, a showcase of stand-up

of the improv group the Other White Meat; 
and stand-up comics Susan Macksey and 
Susan McGinnis, all of whom vigorously 
explore comic territory from the familiar 
(cats) to the exotic (life in Missouri). 

How did these funny women get on stage 
in the first place? Women on Their Feet is a 
spinoff of Women on the Edge, a cabaret- 
with-comedy-and-performance show that 
debuted at the Back Alley last summer and 
is due to resurface sometime in March. Al- 
though it’s not really out to proffer a femi- 
nist world view, the Women on . . . series 
was indeed designed as a respite from the 
misogynistic, collegiate-humor open-mike 
offerings that you can find at more tradi- 
tional comedy venues. So if there are any 
woman-driver jokes here, they'll be coming 
out of the mouths of women — which 
makes for a decidedly more humorous ex- 
perience for the distaff members of the au- 
dience. As when Sue McGinnis recalls the 
time she backed up her car and hit “a — 
whaddya call it? — a family.” 

As tempting as it is, I’m not going to 
give away any more punch lines. But I can 
report that not only is there an audience 
for comedy that doesn’t put women down 
or reduce them to a limited number of 
body parts, but that there’s a great deal of 
funny material that’s not misogynistic or 
even off-color. In Salkind’s case, some of 
that material has been lifted, to hilarious 
effect, from her recent one-woman show. 
And except for several sections that verge 
on overkill, it retains its thoughtful, inven- 
tive political bite. 

At the performance I saw, Susan Mack- 
sey provided the weakest installment, with 
agreeable material that didn’t always sur- 
vive her insecure delivery. Dorothy Dwyer 
mines the ridiculous landscape of her 
mother’s home and presents the unusual 


image of the human brain as a living room 
in which ideas come and sit down. Em- 
bodying the invigorating spirit of the entire 
showcase is McGinnis, who manages to 
infuse done-to-death material, such as 
surviving Catholic girlhood, with new life. 

Also offering a mostly comic, mostly fe- 
male version of life is storyteller Judith 
Black, whose new show, Adult Children 
of .. . Parents (presented by Storytellers in 
Concert, through February 28, at Suffolk 
University’s C. Walsh Theater), proposes to 
ferret out one of adulthood’s central con- 
tradictions — that of how to be a parent 
and a child at the same time. Black, whose 
previous shows have fished such rich comic 
waters as her ambivalence over reproducing 
and the murky cesspools of the dating 
world, is now dog-paddling around in the 
domestic fishbowls of her own upbringing. 
Anyone who’s seen her earlier, funnier ef- 
forts will be disappointed to discover that, 
in this case, the talented Black is having dif- 
ficulty keeping her head above water. 

What’s the problem? One hitch is that 
none of the characters whom Black imper- 
sonates — from her overbearing father 
and brother to her overcritical mother and 
under-limned son — emerges as anything 
more than a bland figurine. What’s disap- 
pointing is that Black, whose storytelling 
strengths lie in her ability to evoke real-life 
situations with hilarious specificity, hasn’t 
given her family much more than garden- 
variety attributes. Will it really surprise you 
to learn that Judith’s mother worried too 
much about Judith’s weight? Or that her 
older brother embarrassed her in front of 
his friends? 

There’s not much quirky new ground 


here. Not even in the tale, interwoven into | 


the Blacks’ domestic saga, of a king and 
queen whose son, appalled by his parents, 
withdraws from the world, hides under the 
table, and turns into a rooster. It’s a story 
that might prove enchanting if Black were 
able to make us care about her real-life 
family. 

Parents finds it best moments when 
Black feeds us a few idiosyncratic details, 
as in an account of her transformation into 
Nurture Mom, a Cambridge mother 
caught up in overindulgent child-rearing. 
Also promising is a too-short section in 
which Black mines her adolescence. Here, 
the defiantly bra-less Judith discovers that 
her mother is “so easy to torture.” Given 
Black’s gift for piercingly funny observa- 
tion, it’s curious that there aren’t more 
moments like these. Q 
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Paul West on trying to get 
it right in Love’ Mansions

© some critics, novelist and 
essayist Paul West is an Atlas 
who refuses to shrug, a 
kaleidoscopic stylist, who, in 
the course of 13 novels, has 
become one of American fiction’s grand 
wizards of language. To others, West is a 
garish hobgoblin, an outspoken defender 
of purple prose in the face of our era’s 
preference for dingy gray. 

In his latest novel, Love’s Mansion (Ran- 
dom House; 339 pages; $22), West has 
lured some of his critical detractors over to 
the Devil’s party, partly because of its bio- 
graphical subject — the life and times of 
his parents, from the turn of the century to 
their deaths. Given a generally enthusiastic 
critical response — the novel made the 
Voice Literary Supplement’s list of the 
year’s best books — Love’s Mansion may 
be the breakthrough volume for an admit- 
tedly difficult writer whose 
expressionist fiction and criti- 
cism (collected in two vol- 
umes, Sheer Fiction and } | 
Sheer Fiction II) cuts against 
the smooth American grain. 

What seems to have 
changed this time around is 
that West has become more domestic. Un- 
like his other recent historical novels, such 
as The Women of Whitechapel and Jack 
the Ripper and Lord Byron’s Doctor, Love’s 
Mansion doesn’t focus on humanity’s pro- 
clivities for the gruesome but offers a ten- 
derly tough monument to a couple who, 
according to West, were “extraordinary 
phenomena, well worth recording.” 

Called Harry and Hilly in the book, 
West’s parents were eccentric products of 
provincial English life, childhood sweet- 
hearts whose romance was shattered by 
Harry’s injuries in World War I, which af- 
fected his eyesight and traumatized his 
psyche. Harry’s resulting obsession with 
combat didn’t fit comfortably with Hilly’s 
love of music — a tension between art and 
war, creation and destruction, that runs

though most of West’s novels. His parents’ 
coupling may not have been ideal, but 
their complex sensibilities continue to ob- 
sess the writer. 

“I’ve always wanted to write this book,” 
he says, “maybe ever since I was a little 
kid, wondering — as my sister did — 
about what my parents did, how we came 
to be. And then asking later on, did they 
really have a sex life? It was not a good 
marriage, there was preposterous strain 
and tension and poverty. 

“Yet compared to other marriages and 
childhoods there was a hell of a lot going 
on. There was a lot of intellectual, manual, 
and historical fare. My father was fascinat- 
ed by engineering and aircraft; my mother, 
a pianist, was absorbed in the arts. They 
lived long lives, crammed with stuff. They 
made a lot of mistakes, but they used their 
capacities to the hilt. I kept watching for 
them to crack, but they never did. They al- 
ways had life spilling out of them.” 

Given the book’s personal nature — 










West found the memories pouring, some- 
times uncontrollably, into his head — 
Love’s Mansion was a particularly difficult 
project to complete. In fact, he almost gave 
up on the book until he discovered a way 
of inserting himself into his fictional specu- 
lations in the form of the couple’s son, 
Clive, a narrator who occasionally ques- 
tions his own well-meaning fabrications. 
“At first I cut Clive out,” West explains, 
“but I found him creeping back, and I 
thought, if he wants in, then let him back 
in. And I had the very strange experience 
of myself as a manipulable character. He 
became an analogue for me interfering 
with my parents’ life at all. Ironically, that 
was the way I found of being specific and 
accurate — through the deliberate obfus- 
cations of Clive’s presence. 
“I’m not sure what the answer is, maybe 
I needed something to hide behind, where I 
could move through these landscapes with- 
out feeling paralyzed. But had his name 
been mine, I wouldn’t have been able to do 
it. He’s really a sacrificial 
substitute for me.” Although 
a number of critics have 
pointed to Proust as a model 
for the reminiscence, West 
insists that his influence is 
limited to the novel’s recur- 
ring note of authorial heebie- 
jeebies, Clive’s (and West’s) fear of getting 
his remembrance of times past wrong. 
“The anxiety of it is Proustian, because 
there’s a sense of smoke and mirrors. You 
keep asking yourself, is this really what 
happened? Is this what I‘thought as a 
child, what I dreamed as an adolescent? 
There’s the anxiety of getting it right. Am I 
painting what’s in my head or is it really 
out there? I kept wondering, ‘Oh my God, 
is my sister always right? Do I always get 
things wrong because I want to write a 
gorgeous sentence?’ It’s always been a big 
issue. But I tried very hard to get things 
right, and to know when I was imagining.” 
Meanwhile, West is pleased with a criti- 
cal reception that, on the whole, hasn’t 
held his plangent style against him: “Gen- 
erally, the reviews have been good, not of

paralyzing insight, but generous and ap- 
preciative. An unspeakable woman, who 
reviewed the book for the New York Times 
Book Review, said my style wasn’t smooth, 
as if she were feeling my beard. Who cares 
if it’s smooth? 

“Maybe critics have responded because 
the book doesn’t seem to be fiction. Maybe 
they figure West is helpless, he’ll never be 
smooth, never be minimalist. So they’re 
forced to treat me on my own merits. To 
see that there is this other way to go, this 
kind of Woolfian, Faulknerian, Proustian 
strain that’s never gone away. He’s part of 
that strange eczema or leprosy. He’s not 
trying to grow up to be Richard Ford.

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AV8 takes flight 


How club DJs feed their appetite for reconstruction

club DJ must have a mis- 

take-free ear, a sure sense 

of the flow of musical dy- 

namics, and a draftsman’s 

hand for engineering. So 
it’s no surprise to find Cambridge-based 
AV8 Records, a DJ-owned, DJ-managed 
club-music label, ensconced in a Lechmere 
Square brownstone within easy hailing 
distance of MIT. 

AV8 primarily operates a subscription 
service called X-Mix that provides remixes 
of club hits for DJs. It seems surprising 
that a phenomenon as Off Broadway as DJ 
club music and its associated production 
skills should have carved a place in radio- 
pop-and-college-rock-oriented Boston, 
but here it is. And maybe it’s time the rest 
of the city took a closer look, because 
AV8, which is managed by Abdullah, Neil 
Petersante, and artistic director Armand 
Van Helden (all of whom enjoy careers as 
working club DJs), holds its own with 
dance-specialty boutique labels and remix 
services anywhere in the world. 

AV8’s X-Mix subscriptions go almost 
exclusively to club DJs, who pay $165 per 
year to receive one 12-inch disco disc 
(usually containing six different remixes) 
every month; individual discs cost $17. 
And remix discs really matter to DJs. Pres- 
sured every night by knowledgeable 
dancers to create surprise rhythms from 
known hits, most DJs are quite capable of 
doing their own inventing. Still, from time 
to time inspiration fails even the best. At 
such moments, ready-made remixes be- 
come life-savers; they give the DJ a chance 
to recover his bearings for a set that can 
last for two, three, even four hours. 

Van Helden says there are 32 remix ser- 
vices worldwide; X-Mix is the only one 
based in Boston. Van Helden’s remixes 
add hip-hop passages to freestyle smooth- 
ies like Snap’s “Rhythm Is a Dancer” and 
restate disco classics like ABBA’s “Danc- 
ing Queen” in tape loops, sampled sounds, 
and techno noise. He forces records out- 
side their intended boundaries, which is to 
say that after he’s finished taking this or 
that sound from one song and fitting it 
into the sound pattern of another, he’s re- 
traced recorded music back to live perfor- 
mance. Little wonder that DJs turn to Van 
Helden’s engineered power to guide them 
through bumpy air. 


Van Helden has also just released his 
first original, a three-track 12-inch on the 
AV8 label credited to Pirates of the 
Caribbean. The slow-tempo’d “You Won’t 
Get Away” and two fast songs, “Spin the 
Bottle” and “Te Quiero” (“I Want You”), 
show off his skills as a sound sculptor. As 
he explains, “I take one note — just one 
— that I like from someone else’s song 
and replay it into a new sequence of notes, 
all of which I choose because I like ’em. 
Or I’ll sample a song for a particular 
sound, and the next, and the next, com- 
posing my own ‘song’ out of sounds oth- 
ers have made. 

“Sometimes the song I’m sampling has 
two sounds, or eight, or 10, layered onto 
one another; I’ll snag each one, separately, 
and sequence them. The keyboard has 88 
sounds. The records I sample give me an 
infinite library of sounds. Think of how I 
use these different sounds just like a studio 
engineer using different miking tech- 
niques.” 

Van Helden’s sound selection mirrors 
the work of Todd Terry, the most influen- 
tial sound sculptor in current club music. 
Terry, who operates from New York, re- 
programs traditional R&B progressions as 
loud, scrapy bass lines, uniquely hooky 
noises that take the place of guitar or 
horn-section fills, and voices that, instead 
of singing, simply cry out, often through 
thick clouds of echo. Terry’s style feels 
abrasive and joyful at the same time; it 
makes sharp right turns, it stops and 
starts, it goes woozy. It feels like voodoo 
drums pounding in your brain. 

Terry’s technical wizardry makes him 
the Jimi Hendrix of deep-house sound- 
scapes, and Van Helden’s Pirates of the 
Caribbean EP is among the first releases to 
show that Terry’s style is capable of being 
popularized beyond Terry’s highly person- 
al vision. (On record, you can hear Terry’s 
best work on last year’s “Hear the Music” 
— credited to the Gypsymen on the E-le- 
gal label — and House of Gypsies’ “Som- 
ba”/“Kool Life” on Freeze.) Now all that’s 
needed is for people to buy AV8’s records. 

Says Van Helden, “The trouble with 
deep house as a commercial venture is that 
teenagers don’t buy it — they want only 
hip-hop and reggae — and neither do 
women. Women do not buy house. DJs 
buy it. Gays buy it. Also basement DJs — 


people who have their own remix systems 
set up in their basements, at home, where 
they remix records into their personal 
headsets, or into tapes that they then sell 
to people who need tapes to play at house 
parties. 

“Also, with house music, when you drop 
the needle onto the record, you never 
know what you’re gonna get. Major labels, 
radio stations — you always know exactly 
what you’re gonna get.” 

Van Helden explains that “all the major 
labels are starting to open their own hard- 
edged house labels. They see house indies 
like Strictly Rhythm selling 50,000 to 
75,000 copies worldwide, of stuff that it 
costs $2000 to record. - 

“Worldwide. That’s the thing! I don’t

sell very many copies of X-Mix here at 
home, but worldwide, house music is 
huge, simply huge, and that’s who we sell 
to. Overseas, they don’t have any age or 
sex barriers to taste. In Europe, everybody 
goes out to dance clubs. Here, it’s 18 to 
30, that’s it.” 

House records may not sell in Boston, 
but that doesn’t stop club people of all na- 
tions from flocking to the Loft, an after- 
hours, membership-only club in Back Bay 
Boston, on Friday nights, when Van 
Helden spins. At 2:15 a.m., I walk into the 
room, carried upward by the thrusty 
booms of deep house’s billowing beat. 
Three hundred people are squeezing into 
the slight space like divas into a merry 
widow. Sweat pours off the walls and 
hangs in the air. 

Van Helden takes over for warm-up DJ 
Bruno and at once the music starts slam- 
min’. Cavernous beats that at 60 hertz 
purr like tigerdrums lift up the voice and 
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melody segments from Inner City’s “Pen- | 


nies from Heaven,” A Guy Called Gerald’s 
“Voodoo Ray,” Liberty City’s “Some 
Lovin’,” Liz Torres’s club classic “Can’t 
Get Enough,” and Bizarre Inc.’s “I’m 
Gonna Get You.” 

Van Helden keeps the beat rolling and 
smacking against dancers’ 
bodies until at last the air hums 
with the feel of dancers catch-

their arms in response to voic-

He makes deep 
house a rhythm of almost uni- 
versal inclusion — a fit match 
for the open-ended mix of skin 
colors, hair-braid styles, base-

hey shared a manager with 
Throwing Muses, they per- 
formed a David Lynch song 
for an encore, and, Christ, 
they were loud. In no partic- 











ular order, those were probably the first 
things that Boston crowds found out about 
the Pixies when they hit local clubs around 
1985. 

There are all sorts of fancy reasons to 
thank the band for everything they’ve done 
since then. They brought an underground 
Boston sound to the world. They intro- 
duced a kinky sensibility and a great guitar 
sound. They kept punk’s do-it-yourself 
ethic until the end. But most of all, let’s 
not forget something that frontman 
Charles “Black Francis” Thompson was 
fond of telling interviewers when the band 
started catching on: “We really just want 
to be known as a band that makes cool 
music.” 

The world didn’t exactly shake when the 
Pixies announced their break-up two 
weeks ago — not because they were out of 
ideas (the last album, Trompe Le Monde, 
was their second-best after Doolittle) or 
because fans were getting sick of them, but 
because we knew it was coming. Good as it 
was, the last album was something of a 
flashback (one of its songs, “U Mass,” had 
been on the band’s very first demo tape), 
which always signals trouble. And there’d 
been rumors that the band’s creative axis 
was having trouble getting along — some- 
thing borne out, perhaps, by singer/bassist 
Kim Deal’s low profile on Trompe. 

Still, it doesn’t feel like one of those big- 
deal, end-of-an-era group break-ups. 
Thompson, who’s now calling himself

sound without throwing it too far away. 
(We'll deal with that album when the re- 
lease date comes up, but in a nutshell, it’s 
real good.) Kim Deal has an album in the 
can with the Breeders, who’ve so far re- 
leased a spotty album (Pod) and a terrific 
EP (Safari). 

Guitarist Joey Santiago (who’s on the 
Frank Black album) and drummer David 
Lovering haven’t announced plans yet but 
are bound to turn up somewhere. One can 
imagine Santiago becoming the next John- 
ny Marr, lending hot guitar to any impor- 
tant band who need some. Then there’s al- 
ways the possibility that we’ll be lining up 
for tickets to the Pixies’ reunion tour at 
Great Woods in 1996. 

The band’s impact on the alternative 
mainstream (yes, there is such a thing) is 
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also certain to stick around for a while. 
Just last month, LA up-and-comers Mary’s 
Danish were getting compared to various 
groups at a Hard Rock Café press confer- 
ence when singer Julie Ritter said, “Just 
compare us to the Pixies, they’re my fa- 
vorite band.” Also being compared with 
them are just about any new band with a 
noise-pop flavor, whether it’s Drop Nine- 
teens or (for a very short time) Nirvana. 
And does anyone remember Matthew 
Sweet hitting town about a year before he 
got famous and doing a boss cover of “Gi- 
gantic?” 

My favorite story of how the Pixies af- 
fect other bands comes from Los Angeles. 
It was last year, and I was at a small club 
with former Boston rocker and Phoenix 
contributor Johnny Angel. On stage were 
the Wild Stares, an expatriate Boston band 
with a cerebral, art-rock bent. Midway 
through one of the Stares’ trickiest songs, 
frontman Steve Gregoropoulos dropped 
the lyrics, started throttling his guitar, and 
turned the song into a scream fest. Angel 
leaned over to me and explained what was 
going on: “Don’t let him tell you that 
meeting Black Francis hasn’t changed his 
life.” 

If you were in LA last year, you also 
might also have gotten to see one of Fran- 
cis’s rare solo shows, which he’d play at 
Club Lingerie or the Whisky when time al- 
lowed. But Francis’s idea of a solo show 
show wasn’t the same as, say, Bob 
Mould’s or Kristin Hersh’s. Instead of 
picking up an acoustic guitar and subtly 
reworking the songs, he charged on stage 
with his electric and screamed out the 
lyrics the way he always does, seemingly 
unaware that the other three Pixies didn’t 
happen to be up there with him. 

It took some time for the Pixies to hit 
their stride as a live band, though they’d 
clearly arrived by the time they opened for 
U2’s Zoo TV tour last year. In earlier days, 
they made a rockier transition from the 
small clubs to larger stages, particularly 
when Francis and Deal would sing from 
opposite sides of the stage while you 
longed to see them yell into the same 
mike. Still, they found some novel ways of 
adding interest to the early shows — like 
playing all their songs in alphabetical or- 
der, as they once did at the Paradise. 

On record, though, the band seldom 
screwed up. Even 1990’s Bossanova, 
which I'd call their worst album (too many 
slow songs, not enough screaming, not 
enough guitar), has its partisans. Surfer 
Rosa, their album debut, has long been a 
fan favorite, though to these ears Steve Al- 
bini’s purposely abrasive production kept 
some of the song ideas from flowering. 
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KINKY TILL THE END: this band’s impact on the dimmnnien mainstream is certain to stick around for a while. 


Au revoir, Pixies 


Just wholesome kids who played cool music 


But the band made a certified classic 
with Doolittle — noisy as hell, but with 
more vocal and atmospheric nuances 
brought out. And Trompe le Monde gave 
the lie to rumors that they were running 
out of steam. With its short songs and hy- 
perspeed guitars, it’s their version of a 
punk album. Then there are a few essential 
EP-only tracks, like the Lovering-sung 
“Make Believe” (a love song to Debbie 
Gibson!) and Deal’s best vocal, “Into the 
White,” which could have been the sound- 
track to the acid-trip sequence in some 
’60s youth-culture-in-revolt movie. 

Anyone who’s interviewed Francis 
found him a self-depreciating character, so 
likable that you had to forgive him for nev- 
er giving straight answers. Consider a 
Phoenix interview with Amy Finch last 
year, when he was asked about the poetry 
in the lyrics: “Yeah, well, they rhyme, so it 
sounds poetic.” Asked later about what in- 
spires him to write lyrics, he answered, 
“Nothing, really, except the need to do the 
lyrics.” Ask him about darker themes in 
the songs and he’d shrug it off, preferring 
to remind you that the Pixies are a whole- 
some bunch of kids who like to make big 
noises with their guitars. 

Don’t believe it for a minute. Beginning 
with that David Lynch cover (“In Heaven 
Everything Is Fine,” from Eraserhead, 
which they finally released on the “Gigan- 
tic” 12-inch single), there’s always been a 
subversive, sexual element to the Pixies’ 
best songs. It started with the (not entirely 
negative) incest references on the Come 
On Pilgrim EP, and their fascination with 
prostitutes (one of whom appeared on the 
cover of Surfer Rosa) and continued 
through the overlooked manifesto (“Oh 
kiss me cunt and kiss me cock . . . oh kiss 
my ass oh let it rock”) on Trompe le 
Monde. The more sexual the lyrics got, the 
more the band lived up to the mischief of 
their name. 

“She’s got a tattoo’d tit that says Num- 
ber 13!” sang Francis on Doolittle, sound- 
ing like a suburban teen who’s just learned 
a nifty secret. He learned a few more in 
“Subbaculcha,” whose frankly erotic lyric 
(“Her warm white belly in the life I’d lived 
had seen nothing finer/She shakes and she 
moves me or something/She’s like jellyroll 
like sculpture”) is wonderfully out of 
synch with its beer-blast guitars. The guys 
in Pixies songs would praise their girl- 
friends for their bitchin’ cars, then ask 
themselves something like, “Is she weird? 
Is she white? Is she promised to the 
night?” (Even “Gigantic,” their poppiest 
tune ever, was a double entendre — “a 
big, big love” indeed.) Time and again, 
Francis would shout out lead vocals like a 








goofy kid getting carried away, while the 
sultry voice of Deal beckoned from deeper 
in the mix — echoing that old Blue Velvet 
idea about the seductive undercurrents be- 
hind a wholesome exterior. 

By now, some folks reading this may be 
wondering what their kids are really think- 
ing when they blast their Pixies albums all 
night. In which case we'd say, fear not — 
this was just a wholesome bunch of kids 
playing really cool music.

The band 
were going to be called Sissybar, but 
they’ve changed their minds — in fact, at 
this gig they gave themselves a different 
band name before every song. (They’re 
now booked for a Middle East gig in early 
March, under the charming name Mark 
Rivers’ New Band). Seems the band’s 
sense of humor is intact. Was anyone 
there at the New York gig the night the 
Cavedogs got dropped by Capitol, when 
they reportedly came on stage with “For 
Sale” signs around their necks? 

Taang! has found its next signing in 
Spore, yet another good band with a big 
pop-meets-noise sound and a killer cover 
of the Beatles’ “I Want You (She’s So 
Heavy)” — which may have been the first- 
ever grunge song, when you think about it.

BETTIE SERVEERT: “TOTAL 
FREEDOM” UNDER A 
SUNFLOWER SUN 


Reports about Amsterdam’s Bettie 
Serveert (whose debut Palomine is 
just out) began to circulate last year 
when the two label heads of Matador 
Records, solely on the basis of a 
demo tape, flew to the band’s home- 
town on a scouting mission and of- 
fered them a contract on the spot. 
Rumors that the shrewd pair of busi- 
nessmen funded the jaunt by smug- 
gling large quantities of hashish 
“space cakes” back to Manhattan are 
unsubstantiated and, in any case, ir- 
relevant to the musical merits of Bet- 
tie Serveert. Matador’s munificent 
behavior in support of the band con- 
tinued last spring when the label flew 
them to the States just to play a show 
at New York’s New Music Seminar 
(with a side trip to Boston). 

Jaded NYC scenesters at the Knit- 
ting Factory were given press kits 
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The wistful title track reflects on a 
failed connection: “Well, I wish I’d 
known your name . . . Is it possible 
that we might have felt the same?” As 
the music mounts in intensity, accel- 
erating through a series of lulls into a 
rave-up conclusion, van Dijk won- 
ders, “How come life sometimes 
makes you feel so scared?” Her hon- 
eyed vocals are drenched with a sense 
of erotic desire that is open to plea- 
sure but prey to disappointment. A 
statement of desire like “I want to 
feel some more” leads to the painfully 
repeated question, “Have I ever laid 
my hands on you before?” 

Like Paul Westerberg singing 
“You’re my favorite thing,” van Dijk 
makes an admission of longing sound 
scary and brave. Bettie Serveert may 
be the grunge-rock Fleetwood Mac 
— but I sincerely hope Carol van 
Dijk can avoid the fate of turning into 
Stevie Nicks. Catch her now before 


she starts wearing leather and lace.

were irreverent enough to piss off 
both classical and rock purists. Even 
with Keith Emerson’s classically 
trained keyboard playing, Palmer’s 
jazz aspirations, and Greg Lake’s 
choirboy vocals, ELP still came out as 
heavy metal without guitars. And like 
all the best ’70s hard rock (Led Zep- 
pelin), ELP put grandeur and excess 
on both sides of the same coin. 

That’s why their recent studio 
comeback, Black Moon, was a disap- 
pointment. The songs were all sin- 
gles-length, the lyrics were socially 
conscious, and the rhythm section 
sounded computerized (though 
Palmer says it was really live bass and 
drums triggering samples). In short, 
the damn thing just wasn’t preten- 
tious enough. 

No such problem at last week’s 
Orpheum show, though there was a 
little too much nostalgia in the air. 
Most of the material (including the 
big three: “Tarkus,” “Pirates,” and 
“Pictures at an Exhibition”) was 15 
years old or more, with Black Moon 
all but avoided. Lake’s voice has got- 
ten rough around the edges, and 
Emerson looks a bit long in the tooth 
to be doing the old daggers-in-the- 
keyboard routine. Fortunately, the 
musicianship has held up fine. Emer- 
son doesn’t have to jump around 
anymore, since it’s a kick just to

EMERSON, LAKE & 
PALMER: GLORIOUSLY 
PRETENTIOUS 


You’d think that Emerson, Lake & 
Palmer might consider changing their 
name to Pretentious, so often has 
that word been used to criticize their 
music. “What’s really pretentious to 
me is some English guy trying to 
sound like an American R&B singer,” 
counters drummer Carl Palmer in a 
recent phone interview. “What people 
have to realize is that we’re not 
Americans, so it’s more natural to 
draw from the classical music that we 
grew up on.” 

Actually, Palmer is wrong: in their 
heyday ELP were pretentious as hell, 
and I mean that as a compliment. You 
can’t do an album-length adaptation 
of Mussorgsky’s Pictures at an Exhi- 
bition, or a single called “Karn Evil 
#9, Ist Impression, Part 2,” without 
looking hifalutin. At their best, they 
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NO MOON: the recent studio album was a disappointment, but that 
wasn’t true of last week’s show at the Orpheum.

Lake and Palmer remain a won- 
derfully unsubtle rhythm section, 
locking into the “Tarkus” riff like 
charging elephants. Even the band’s 
retro feel doesn’t seem like such a 
crime anymore. When you’ve got 
“cutting edge” bands who actually 
want to be Black Sabbath and a new 
Dinosaur Jr. single that sounds like 
the Doobie Brothers, why not give 
’70s art rock a break as well? (A 
spirited live set similar to the Or- 
pheum show is captured on the just- 
released Live at the Royal Albert 
Hall, which matches their ’70s live 
triple album for performance and 
beats it for sound quality.) 

“Obviously, people are starved for 
this kind of music,” Palmer adds. 
“We took some criticism in the ’70s, 
when punk rock made us look like 
overblown rock stars with too much 
money. So I’d hesitate to add that 
we’re still making records, and we’re 
still here.” 

The best news — or worst, de- 
pending on your perspective — is 
that ELP are going back over the top 


on their next album, which they’re | 


recording in the fall. “In a way Black 
Moon is like our very first album, 
which was also short songs,” Palmer 


explains. “That’s what comes out 
when we get together and play with- 
out thinking too much about it. But 
I’d personally like the next one to 


have a 20-minute piece, maybe with 
six or seven short songs as well. 
We'd need a very strong concept to 
hold it together.” And if that P-word 
shows up in all the reviews 
know that ELP are back in 
again.

| Marr on guitars, keyboardist D.C. Collard,

cantly since Mind Bomb, moving away 
from the percussive aggression of Infected 
(1986) to more-sophisticated arrange- 
ments with greater instrumental blending 
and dynamic range. “Lung Shadows,” for 
example, with its viscous flow and min- 
gling of melody lines back and forth be- 
tween a Fender Rhodes and an acoustic 
piano, electric guitar, “baritone guitar,” 
bass, and a brass section, almost turns into 
a fugue. 

In its ideas, too, Dusk marks a dramatic 
shift from The The’s two previous albums. 
Infected and Mind Bomb spawned contro- 
versial singles like “Sweet Bird of Truth” 
(the dying thoughts of an American pilot 
shot down in the Middle East) and “Ar- 
mageddon Days Are Here (Again),” which 
was banned on British airwaves. (“ISLAM 
is rising/The Christians mobilising/The 
world is on its elbows & knees./It’s for- 
gotten the message & worships the 
creeds” wasn’t too regulation-friendly in 
the thick of the Salman Rushdie jihad.) 
Dusk is less strident: “Don’t ask me about 
War, Religion, or God, Love, Sex, or 
Death, because . . . everybody knows 
what’s going wrong with the world. But I 
— even know what’s going on in my- 
self.” 

As those words suggest, Dusk is also in- 
tensely and unflinchingly personal. “I do 
want to make stuff which is quite extreme, 
that is intense,” Johnson says in a special 
video press package sent out by his record 
company. “I want, when people put on the 
stuff that I do — I'd like it to affect people 
in the same way that my favorite music af- 
fects me. I’d like to see it give people 
goosebumps, or to make their adrenaline 
go, or to make their feet move — to have 
a physiological impact on them. Maybe I 
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FEBRUARY 1:2, 
take it too seriously, but somebody’s got 
to. I think there’s enough people doing jol- 
lies or lightweight stuff.” 

Johnson’s writing is scorching in its self- 
awareness. He asks (himself) painfully per- 
sonal questions like “How many whores 
have walked through that door. Lain by my 
side and climbed in my mind and taken me 
down to where the heat blisters the soles of 
my feet, makes me reach out for the days 
when I was pure of heart and slept in 
peace.” He follows the hymn-like 
“Love Is Stronger Than Death” 
with the sexy radio single 
“Dogs of Lust,” which is 
looser and more kinetic 
than what we’ve come to 
expect from The The. It 
grooves, providing the 
one unabashedly hot 
track on the album 
(which isn’t to say it’s 
the best, but radio 
programmers do tend 
to think that lust 
songs are just a 
wee bit special). 
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“Helpline Operator” has a shadowy feel, 
with plenty of vocal reverb, a baritone gui- 
tar, and a no-flash funk bass line that fuses 
into a lonely ode to urban alienation, ob- 
session, and lust — Gaslight by way of 
Nicholson Baker. As for production val- 
ues, Bruce Lampcov’s recording is so inti- 
mate that Matt Johnson practically licks 
your ears. Which, combined with the cere- 
bral shimmer of his lyrics, gives the album 
a kind of hybrid Howlin’ Wolf/Milan Kun- 
dera vibe. Dusk is a collection 

of stellar tracks to play, as 
Johnson once recom- 
mended, very loud, 
very late, very alone, 
and with the lights 
turned very low. O

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But Maria Tipo’s Beethoven 
steals the show at the BSO

early 80, and more than 
half a century after his 
second opera and only 
other comedy (and al- 
most exactly a century 
ago — February 9, 1893), Verdi attend- 
ed the premiere of his last opera, Falstaff. 
Like his early Macbeth and his previous 
opera, Otello, it’s based on Shakespeare, 
the last burst of a lifelong love affair. His 
librettist for both Otello and Falstaff was 
the composer Arrigo Boito, and it’s one 
of the supreme collaborations in the his- 
tory of opera. Three summers ago at 
Tanglewood, Seiji Ozawa conducted the 
Boston Symphony Orchestra in a perfor- 
mance of the third act; during the last 
two weeks, the regular BSO season was 
interrupted by elaborate “semi-staged” 
performances of the entire opera, alter- 
nating with a Beethoven program to spell 
the singers. (The last Falstaff perfor- 
mances take place this Thursday and Sat- 
urday evenings, February 11 and 13; the 
last Beethoven concert is this Friday af- 
ternoon, February 12. Good luck getting 
tickets.) 

Falstaff is an opera with few solo arias, 
but with a seamless stream of sparkling 
and complex ensembles (there’s one in 
the second act for nine characters) and 
Verdi’s most irresistibly transparent or- 
chestration. In some important ways, it’s 
been even more a conductor’s than a 
singers’ opera. Toscanini and Bernstein 
numbered it among their greatest person- 
al successes. 

So it’s not surprising that Ozawa want- 
ed a crack at it. And his affection for 
breakneck speeds, pretty tunes, and gos- 





samer textures virtually guaranteed a 
measure of success. Ozawa rarely con- 
ducts for dynamic or emotional nuance, 
yet he clearly enjoyed following the com- 
plex comic action. But given a stage that 
had to be extended forward to accommo- 
date the orchestra, with the singers per- 
forming on an elevated platform behind 
the instruments, perhaps he needed to 
compensate more for the lack of a pit that 
would have allowed the voices to sail 
more easily above the orchestra. Much of 
the playing was just too loud. Textures 
were often more opaque than gossamer. 
Most of the men were repeatedly 
drowned out and everyone had to strain. 

Something even more important was 
missing. Near the middle of the opera, 
Falstaff falls for the trap set by the Merry 
Wives of Windsor: he visits Alice Ford, 
thinking she is about to give in to his at- 
tempted seduction. The portly knight 
sings a delicate little aria, barely over a 
minute long, in which he reminisces 
about how small he was when, in his 
“green April,” he served as a page to the 
Duke of Norfolk (“Quand’ero paggio”). 
It’s one of the most magical and touching 
moments in Verdi. The randy, self-inflat- 
ed Falstaff, it seems, is as much in search 
of his lost youth as he is bent on seduc- 
tion. It’s a moment when the aged com- 
poser might be putting his own words 
into Falstaff’s mouth. 

But stage director David Kneuss had 
this Falstaff (Benjamin Luxon, the popu- 
lar British operatic baritone and 
folksinger) down on his knees trying to 
grope Alice Ford. In Falstaff’s earlier 
scene with Alice Ford’s disguised hus- 
band, Kneuss had Luxon make a familiar 
but inappropriate arm gesture as he lewd- 
ly growled the word “amor” — a vulgari-

ty not at all suggested in the score. No 
one had the insight to see the poignance 
of this special moment — or any 
poignance at all in Verdi’s swan song to 
the stage. The opera was played strictly 
as burlesque. 

Kneuss’s one “idea” was to have the 
first act staged as a rehearsal. Even Oza- 
wa and the orchestra were in street 
clothes. Gradually, the cast donned their 
costumes. (This was a serious handicap 
for Luxon: once you had seen him as thin 
and dashing, it was hard to suspend dis- 
belief and accept him as fat and old.) By 
the third act, all the singers were in cos- 
tume and the players in formal concert 
attire. At the very end, during the con- 
cluding fugue that says the whole world is 
a joke, the cast began to strip off the cos- 
tumes and return to their “real” selves 
underneath. The rehearsal idea, it seems 


to me, added yet one more barrier that 
prevented the audience from getting close 
to the characters. The last gesture might 
have been far more devastating if it had 
come as a complete surprise, without two 
preceding acts of unnecessary, irrelevant, 
and distracting stage business. 
Nevertheless, this was an entertaining 
performance of a great opera. The best 
voices belonged to the young lovers, so- 
prano Dawn Upshaw and tenor Frank 
Lopardo (though Upshaw, for all her vo- 
cal loveliness and endearing naturalness, 
couldn’t equal the unearthly radiance of 
Jeanne Ommerlé’s Nannetta at Monad- 
nock three summers ago) and sparkling 
D’Anna Fortunato (another Monadnock 
alumna) as Meg Page, the other Merry 
Wife. Italian soprano Daniela Dessi (Al- 
ice) had a broad yet and focused voice 
with a nice edge to it, and charm, but not 
much character for a character whose wit 
must rival Falstaff’s. 
Italian baritone Paolo Coni (Ford) was 
full of neither charm nor fullness (an ex- 
pensive import for such unexceptional 
quality). Veteran tenor Michel Sénéchal 
was great fun as the bumptious, pompous 
Dr. Caius, and so were the swaggering 
Bardolph and Pistol of David Gordon and 
James Courtney. Maureen Forrester as 
Mistress Quickly camped it up, but the 
beloved contralto’s once glorious voice 
was mostly shot. She had to resort to belt- 
ing Broadway chest tones, and in this role 
that’s not as funny as plummy contralto 
opulence. 
The problems with Luxon were more 
complex. I thought he was mocking rather 
than empathizing with his character, pro- 
jecting shticks rather than real feelings. 
He was also having technical difficulties: 
problems of ensemble, problems of way- 
ward pitch and wavering tone. Yet there 
was no doubt he was also giving a gener- 
ous, all-out performance, putting on a 
real show. And you couldn’t blame the au- 
dience for eating out of his hand. 

a 
It’s refreshing to feel some improve- 
ment in Ozawa’s conducting. My general 
impression has been so negative for so 
long that I’ve questioned whether I come 
to his concerts with an open mind. I re- 
member one incident from a few years 
ago, though, that reassures me. I was 
driving, and I turned on the car radio to a 
Beethoven symphony already in progress. 
It was an awful performance: too loud, 





too fast, uncomprehending of style or 
content. I couldn’t imagine who was con- 
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ducting, and then I was sure it couldn’t 
be anyone but Ozawa. I waited in my car 
until the symphony was over to see 
whether I was right. I was. 

Lately, I’ve been hearing about the 
“new Seiji,” and I have to confess that 
I’ve remained dubious. Last week’s 
Beethoven added a new wrinkle. What 
used to be all at sea was now at least in 
the ballpark. Ozuwa’s Pastorale had noth- 
ing new or personal to express. He elicit- 
ed none of the heartstopping tenderness 
the BSO offered Kurt Sanderling a cou- 
ple of years ago. But at least it sounded 
like a classical symphony! In fact, with its 
over-emphatic trills from the strings, it 
sounded almost like a classical parody. 
Still, the refined and characterful oboe 
playing of Alfred Genovese and clarinet- 
ting of Harold Wright (quail and cuckoo 
in the Scene at the Brook) were right on 
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FALSTAFF: despite the too-loud orchestra and the bits of 
burlesque, this was an entertaining performance of a great opera. 


the money. (Who was the unidentified 
and undistinguished new flute player?) 

There have been exceptions, though. A 
few seasons back, when pianist Russell 
Sherman came in as a last-minute substi- 
tute in the Emperor Concerto, Ozawa 
seemed galvanized. The orchestra was 
both lively and sympathetic. And last 
week, in the Beethoven Fourth, Ozawa 
and the BSO lent excellent if less distinc- 
tive support to the astonishing Italian pi- 
anist Maria Tipo. 

This was Tipo’s second appearance 
with the BSO, and like Sherman’s Em- 
peror, this had some of the most mesmer- 
izing and personal Beethoven playing I’ve 
ever heard. Tipo doesn’t have Sherman’s 
huge architectural grasp, but she can — 
and did — create a world in her playing. 

Beethoven astonished the first audience 
of the Fourth Concerto by beginning with 
the piano instead of with the usual or- 
chestral introduction. Tipo astonished the 
BSO audience with her opening chord. It 
spoke! It was a slow (yes, that single 
chord even had a tempo!) and muted an- 
nouncement of mysterious things to 
come. Then the very next phrase had a 
far more limpid color — a completely 
different voice was answering that first 
statement. And everything that followed 
had the most amazingly subtle gradations 
of tone and hue. A glinting diamond in 
the right hand was set off by soft velvet in 
the left — maroon velvet (you could see 
the particular color that clearly). Each 
phrase was like a self-contained little 
song, yet one crystallized moment led di- 
rectly to the next. Each nuance was part 
of a larger inflection, and every utterance 
was leading to the big first-movement ca- 
denza: a tone poem of powerful energy 
and heavenly lightness, the final unearthly 
trills dissolving into — yet filling — 
Symphony Hall. 

In the slow movement, which many 
Beethoven specialists believe is a re-cre- 
ation of the myth of Orpheus (the piano) 
taming the Furies (the orchestra), Tipo’s 
playing was pure sorcery; that is, she be- 
came a sorceress, and the slow not-quite- 
melody was her quietly unyielding incan- 
tation. And in the last. movement, there 
was not the usual galloping public cele- 
bration. The joy was interior, inward, in- 
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doors — letting go, racing away, only at 
the presto coda. The entire performance 
was interiorized rather than heroic, or 
heroic in a different form from what we 
usually expect it to take, which may be 
the real definition of heroism. Q

Rhino’s ‘D.i.Y.’ series captures 
the thrills of yesteryear

ot everyone wants to go 
back in time. There’s 
some delicious gossip 
floating around about 
Elvis Costello’s recent 
completion of an entire record that 
harkened to his ever-bristling masterwork, 
This Year’s Model. But the copious hooks 
and frenzied execution must have spooked 
that old string-quartet connoisseur; un- 
| comfortable with standing in the shadow 
| of his own classicism, he foisted off the 
| tunes on Transvision Vamp’s Wendy 
| James. Sounding juvenile is an easier pill 
| to swallow if you’re a nobody. 

| If she wanted to, James could just as 
| easily have rummaged through all nine 








volumes of Rhino’s new “D.i.Y.” series 
| (that’s “Do it yourself”), a punk-rock 

trove that unites the unquestionably classic 
with the merely catchy. Although its distil- 
lation of an immense pop movement is 
sometimes frustrating, the series’s 171 
tunes explore a considerable and edifying 
scope. From London’s gob-filled Roxy 
Club to Bowery & Bleecker’s CBGB’s, 
“D.i.Y.” recounts the fleeting moments 
when dissatisfied youth leapt up, had a 
good guffaw, and dodged every musical 
convention possible. It re-authorized Joe 
Schmo’s opinion and made recklessness a 
synonym for brilliance. 

The compilation reminds us that punk’s 
thrills had much do with its pithiness. The 
45 was the preferred format of the late- 
*70s indie scene, and whether addressing 
knotty socio-political issues or ordinary 
he/she frustrations, the music reinstated 


an explicit insta-pleasure and disarming 
sense of abbreviation in a scene that had 
become woefully garrulous. At the time, 
there were plenty of fans who felt that a 
succinct blur like the Damned’s “New 
Rose” was a righteous antidote for perni- 
cious stuff like Emerson, Lake & Palmer’s 
Tarkus. 

“New Rose” was no aberration, and the 
series’s overview of British punk offers 
plenty of proof. Sophisticated in their own 
rudimentary way, most of the tunes on the 


THE SEX PISTOLS: they mocked convention and issued battle 
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“D.i.Y.” volumes Anarchy in the UK and 
The Modern World deflate pomp while 
standing on a soapbox — a neat trick. 
Scathing disrupters like the Sex Pistols al- 
ternately mocked convention and issued 
battle cries and replaced bourgeois sophis- 
tication with prole primitivism; a pogoing 
head came to signify frivolousness and ve- 
hemence. 

From Wire’s harsh hooks to Stiff Little 
Fingers’ still-crackling “Alternative Ul- 
ster,” the punk touchstones Rhino offers 
maintain an exhilarating sense of rage, es- 
pecially when heard next to the more be- 
nign offshoots compiled on the “UK Pop” 
discs (Teenage Kicks and Starry Eyes) and 
“American Power Pop” (Come Out and 
Play and Shake It Up). All are slighter 
than the punk volumes, more playful than 
pissed. The only thing that pub rockers 
and their progeny held dearer than ale was 
choruses, and orthodox elements of main- 
stream pop mark the tunes representing 
the kinder, gentler new-wave scene. In 
essence: Squeeze and XTC admired the 
Beatles more than they did Johnny Rotten. 
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Suppressed teens rocked just fine without 
an agenda, and several tracks, mostly on 
Starry Eyes, are fizzy delights. Come Out 
and Play and Shake It Up, the American 
installments, are flimsier — Caucasian 
kiddos enraptured with the ardent spunk 
of rock and roll, the music as anachronis- 
tic as it is amiable. 

One of punk’s more salient lessons was 
to give the marginal its due. But shackled by 
the unavailability of some important tracks 
due to licensing restrictions — no Clash 
songs, for example — “D.i.Y.” intermit- 
tently falters. Also absent are Costello, Ian 
Dury, and other seminal punks who record- 
ed for the scene’s most visible label, Stiff. 
Rhino’s extensive overview of those vaults is 
available on a separate set. Still, peppering 
in a few key Stiffies could have made the 
British collections more authentic. 

That’s one reason the individual city 
chapters are sharper. The focus is inher- 
ent, because the scenes are more compact. 
Regardless of Talking Heads’ absence, 
Blank Generation, which chronicles NYC’s 
influential punk climate, is ideal (though it 
skips Television’s “Little Johnny Jewel” for 
two Marquee Moon tracks available else- 
where). The spate of still-germane materi- 
al on We’re Desperate suggests that La-La 
Land’s punks really were the minor figures 
we Right Coast folks always thought. 

In comparison, the minor figures from 
the Hub (compiled by Phoenix contributor 
Brett Milano) come off as inspired ec- 
centrics (take a bow, Willie Loco). The 
surging adaptation of punk on Mass. Ave: 
The Boston Scene is backbeat heavy — 
maybe because blues bands were in the 
practice shithole next door. And even if the 
tune is wobbly, chances are the perfor- 
mance makes up for it. The vitality of 
some hasn’t dwindled at all: Nervous 
Eaters and the Outlets could have cut their 
songs last night. 

With Television back together, a re- 
formed X record imminent, and Bikini Kill 
sounding as if they could bite the head off 
any foe, punk’s significance isn’t under 
debate. “D.i.Y.” just gives us a chance to 
shuffle through the back files. If the series 
outsells The Juliet Letters (which is a 
cinch, given Rhino’s organized push and 
the commercial clout of nostalgia), Costel- 
lo just might be Vamping along himself. O

The latest from Rolling 
Stone and Angela Bowie

uick, think of five essential 
rock albums. (Bet you had 
no trouble coming up with 
them.) Now think of five 
essential rock books. (Bet 
you’re still trying to come up with two). 
Sure, there’s been a small handful of indis- 
pensable ones over the years (Lester 
Bangs’s Psychotic Reactions & Carburetor 
Dung and the various Trouser Press Record 
Guides come to mind); but for the most 
part, rock and roll is still something you 
listen to. Rock books are what you read 
when you’re killing time in a bookstore. 
Not that the three rock books I’ve lately 
received — Rolling Stone’s two latest 
tomes, its updated Album Guide and IIlus- 
trated History of Rock ’n’ Roll (both edited 
by James Henke and Anthony DeCurtis, 
Random House) and Angela Bowie’s sec- 
ond tell-all memoir, Backstage Passes: Life 
on the Wild Side with David Bowie (Put- 
nam) — pretend to be much else. The two 
Stone volumes are coffee-table books that 
got released too late for Christmas. Rather 
than being a true rock history, the History 
volume is a series of unrelated essays 
grouped chronologically by subject matter, 
representing most of Stone’s major writers 
from the past 20 years. (Many of the older 
pieces have new paragraphs tacked on.) 
There’s bound to be some top-flight 
writing here, though much of it comes 
from the magazine’s ’70s glory days. The 
late Lester Bangs is represented by loving, 
hilarious essays on those maligned genres, 
garage punk and bubblegum (Tom 
Smucker does something similar for dis- 





co). And Bangs’s Doors piece honors the 
band’s brilliance while pointing out their 
bullshit. 

Also brilliant are Ellen Willis’s essays on 
Janis Joplin and Creedence Clearwater Re- 
vival; though she seldom writes about rock 
anymore, Willis was one of the few rock 
crits who could focus on the music’s un- 
derlying sociology without sounding like a 
twit. The same can’t be said of Ken Tuck- 
er’s essay on “Alternative Scenes: Britain,” 
which includes this howler: “If [Graham] 
Parker is new-wave rock’s Godard, polem- 
ical and sentimental with simultaneous ve- 
hemence, Dave Edmunds was its Chabrol, 
alternately enlivening and embalming the 
cherished archetypes of his form.” And 
you thought they just wrote bitchin’ tunes. 

The later essays suffer from Rolling 
Stone’s current pitfalls: its tendency to 
compartmentalize everything (two of the 
modern day’s most important bands, 
R.E.M. and Nirvana, get lumped into an 
“Up from Underground” section); and its 
willingness to rave about anything that 
sells big. This is particularly true in Jim 
Farber’s boneheaded gushing about 
MTV: “MTV mines our deepest de- 
sires. ... MTV becomes a powerful recep- 
tacle for our emotions. . . . MTV has us 
transfixed. We’re watching ourselves.” 
Yeah, right. 

The same problems turn up frequently 
in the Record Guide. Although never unin- 
telligent, the writing here is just too super- 
ficial to be of much use, unless you really 
need to be reminded that Bob Dylan was 
“the most significant American rocker 
since Elvis” or that “the importance of the 
Beatles can not be overstated.” 

That may be forgivable when you’re 
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dealing with the history of popular music 
since the 1950s in 835 pages. More prob- 
lematic is the book’s tendency to toe the 
party line at every turn, which results in an 
annoying “classic rock” mentality. A sa- 
cred cow is still a sacred cow, whether it’s 
Hotel California (***x*), Running on 
Empty (**k*x*) or Sting’s Nothing like 
the Sun (&**«* 1/2). Meanwhile, a num- 
ber of important indie-label bands (includ- 
ing American Music Club, who placed big 
on the magazine’s critics’ poll last year) 
are overlooked, and with two inexplicable 
exceptions (Melissa Etheridge and Galaxie 
500), nothing really gets trashed unless it’s 
obviously beneath contempt (Milli Vanilli, 
W.A.S.P., the Carpenters). Heck, it even 
says here that Michael Bolton “could be 
capable of greatness.” 

Odds are that most folks won’t be buy- 
ing Angela Bowie’s book to get insight into 
rock history. They’ll be buying it to find 
out whether David Bowie really made it 
with Mick Jagger (Angie couldn’t reveal 
that info in her first book, which was writ- 
ten while a post-divorce gag order was still 
in effect). So prepare yourself for the hor- 
rible, disgusting, long-awaited truth: Angie 
doesn’t know what really happened! 
She did catch them in bed one morn- 
ing after they’d passed out from a 
night of clubhopping. Only two 
people can say what hap- 
pened in between, and 
they probably don’t 
remember. 

The _ revela- 
tions here are 
actually no 
big deal. 
Bowie did

Bowie has a large 
cock (everybody sus- 
pected that); both Bow- 
ies got into plenty of 
sexual dalliances dur- 
ing the ’*70s (which rock 
stars didn’t?).

Rebecca Parris chases away 
_jazz’s winter blues

ou don’t need to tell Rebecca 
Parris that she’s sticking her 
neck out with the release of 
Spring (MusicMasters). The 
vocalist has pretty much 
been the definitive Boston jazz singer for 
the past decade — a ubiquitous presence in 
the city’s fancier hotel venues as well as the 
down-home corner-club jam session, with a 
vast repertoire of swinging, straight-ahead 
standards at her fingertips. On the new 
disc, all the familiar Parris elements are 
there: her sure sense of swing, the clean 
diction, the vocal range and power. But 
Spring, with its synth-arrangements, its 
light Brazilian percussion, and its contempo 





| melodies, also fairly screams pop. 











“I was nervous putting this new material 
out,” admits Parris, who takes part in a 
Valentine’s Day gala at the Charles Ballroom 
this Sunday, with special guest Phil Woods 
and a tribute to WBUR jazz host Tony Cen- 
namo. “My local constituency was very used 
to hearing me sing ‘My One and Only Love’ 
and ‘Do Nothing ’til You Hear-from Me.’ 
But we wanted to do something different.” 

It’s also understandable that in her un- 
der-recorded career (her last album, Love 
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Comes And Goes, was self-released), Parris 
wanted to make the most of her opportuni- 
ty with the BMG-distributed MusicMas- 
ters. “It’s tough to pull out another version 
of ‘Ain’t Misbehavin’ ’ and have it sell, un- 
less you’re the Basie band. I knew that the 
trend as far as what the general public calls 
jazz these days is more the adult-contem- 
porary category than it is a traditional jazz 
category. But some of the contemporary 
stuff to me sounds like nothing but repeti- 
tive guitar intros. I mean, I’ve had my days 
singing ‘Proud Mary’ 89 times a week and 
‘Feelings,’ so I won’t do them any more. I 
won’t sing what I don’t like.” 

For Parris, the attractions of Brazilian 
music seemed like the way to go, an acces- 
sible pop sound that wouldn’t tie her into 
the four-beat lockstep of most contempo- 
rary pop. It’s a subtle compromise. “In- 
stead of the dotted-eighth-note feel of a 
straight-ahead swing tune, most of the 
time you’re hearing that quarter-note 
romp beat,” she explains. “The Brazilian 
rhythm will give you the feel of a pop-rock 
tune but kind of rounded out and filled in 
with a more sophisticated acoustic rhythm. 
I think that that appeals more to the gen- 
eral public simply because FM has saturat- 
ed their ears with straight quarter notes 
for year and years.” 
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FLYING DOWN TO RIO: “The Brazilian rhythm will give you the 
feel of a pop-rock tune but kind of rounded out.” 


Spring merely bears out the the informal 
market research Parris has collected over 
thousands of club dates in the past 10 
years, something not unrelated to her ex- 
traordinarily confident, engaging stage 
presence. “People come in who’ve been 
brought by friends, and they’ve never 
heard jazz before. What I’ve noticed is 
people noticing that I really love being 
there, and that I’m having fun, and it turns 
their ear around to listen to things that 
they ordinarily wouldn’t listen to. I’ll be off 
adding two choruses of scat to ‘Do Noth- 
in’ ’til You Hear from Me’ and they’ll 
come up to me afterward and say, “Wow, 
that was really cool!’ And they’re kind of 
amazed that jazz can be as much fun as 
another kind of music.” 

On Spring, Parris borrows a couple of 
tunes from jazz-pop troubadour Michael 
Franks, a couple from her producer, the 
veteran arranger/guitarist John Chiodini 
(he’s worked with both Peggy Lee and 
Natalie Cole), one from her friend the San 
Francisco singer Kitty Margolis, and an- 
other, “Save Your Love for Me,” that she 
had loved in its Nancy Wilson version. In 
short, this isn’t the list of familiar stan- 
dards. And it’s supported by the the lush 
sonic depth of Chiodini’s production. 

Aside from the more contemporary 
rhythmic and melodic feel and the pop- 


production value, Parris was also aiming 
for another lyric outlook. “In the ’40s there 
were a lot of abusive lyrics that women 
would sing: ‘He beat me and I'll love him 
forever no matter what.’ And I made a con- 
scious decision to try not to sing songs that 
represented women in a subservient posi- 
tion. For instance, on ‘You’ll Finally Un- 
derstand,’ one of the lyrics simply states, ‘I 
didn’t have to sacrifice myself to love you,’ 
and that’s an attitude that women have to 
realize, they don’t have to sacrifice to love 
somebody. Positive input into the airwaves 
was a real concern of mine.” 

Another element Parris won’t sacrifice to 
pop is the power of language. “I’m tired of 
hearing singers whose lyrics you can’t un- 
derstand unless you rewind the tape 25 
times. The one thing that a singer has over 
another instrument is words, so use them! I 
want people to be able to understand what 
I’m singing from the back of the room.” 

Parris’s generous personality makes her 
the kind of musician that not only audi- 
ences but also other musicians want to be 
around. (The old 1369 Club jam sessions 
automatically ratchetted up a notch in in- 
tensity when she took to the bandstand.) 
That promises some good jams at the 
Charles this weekend. Who knows? 
Maybe Rebecca Parris will bring spring a 
little early this year. QO

The 525th line. Eighty-one-channel programmable 
TV tuners are convenient and all that, but whereas in 
the old days viewers had to pass through every 
channel in order to circumnavigate the dial, today a 
new station can arrive undetected. Thus it's been 
with WMFP-TV, UHF Channel 62, out of Lawrence. 
After five-plus years in the LPTV (low-power TV) 
zone, Channel 62 went (relatively) big time amid little 
or no fanfare in November 1992.

2:05 a.m. for vintage Flash Gordon and the like. Or 
Comedy Greats — silent Keaton/Chaplin-etc. siap- 
stickers you haven't seen outside the Ground Round 
in years — weekdays at 10 a.m. and at seemingly 
random other times. Plus, there's foreign movies, 
shoot-'em-ups, and movie “classics,” many of which 
you'd forgotten were ever made. Unfortunately, TV 
Guide has yet to include this mom-and-pop outlet’s 
programming in its listings, and we haven't space to 
do the schedule full justice. So find WMFP and 
browse.

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**xx John Surman, ADVEN- 
TURE PLAYGROUND (ECM). 
Slow to unfold, rarely speaking 
above a whisper, restrained, and 
lyrical, this recording will frustrate 
the impatient but reward those 
who can sit still and listen. The 
adventures of saxophonist Sur- 
man, pianist Paul Bley, bassist 
Gary Peacock, and drummer Tony 
Oxley advance by small steps — 
slight variations on an improvised 
theme, a plucked piano wire that 
nudges the music down a new 
pathway, a cymbal clang that 
brings a passage to a sudden end. 
The album's improvisations ebb 
and flow through stark melancholy, 
tender lyricism, and flushed anger 
before melting away into charged 
silence. 

Music like this depends on the 
dynamic balance among its mak- 
ers — these guys know how to 
work together. Even during the 
most disjointed moments (and 
there are non-sequiturs aplenty), 
the musicians connect while link- 
ing each part to the whole. 
Surman's freely imagined English 
folk-song melodicism, touched 
with blues and jazz, meshes beau- 
tifully with Bley’s quiet iconoclasm. 
Peacock, a longtime associate of 
Bley’s and a master ensemble 
improvisor, insinuates himself into 
the fabric of each piece. Oxley, a 
veteran English improviser and 
Surman compatriot, jettisons time- 
keeping to color the music with dry 
rustling, rusty scrapes, and cow- 
bell clanks. This is an intricate, 
subtle album that proves free jazz 
doesn’t have to be loud and 
cacophonous.

**1/2 Steve Khan, HEADLINE 
(Bluemoon). After a long string of 
sleepy lite-jazz records, guitarist 
Khan has finally put out something 
with spirit. Much of the credit 
should go to bassist Ron Carter 
and drummer Al Foster, whose 
sympathetic back-up brings out the 
playfulness and intelligence in 
Khan's six-stringing. The best 
example is “Autumn in Rome,” by 
Khan's father, the late Sammy 
Cahn. Whereas on his previous 
albums a quiet ballad like this 
would sit unobtrusively in the back- 
ground, here Khan's cool chord 
embellishments and buttery single- 
String licks get your attention. 

The three tracks featuring 
Khan's usual rhythm section are 
less successful. Although Dennis 
Chambers and Anthony Jackson 
are excellent players, they aren't 
as compatible with Khan as Carter 
and Foster, because they can rock 
and Khan can't. Over their more 
aggressive, less subtle grooves, 
Khan's washed-out, chorus-laced 
tone is simply too polite. The result 
is music that drifts instead of hit- 
ting home; what's more, it’s punc- 
tuated by Manolo Badrena’s intru- 
sive, New Agey percussion com- 
mentary. Take away those tunes, 
though, and you've got more than 
30 minutes of high-class jazz.

It's hard to tell the new bits 
from the old ones; the main differ- 
ence is that they’re now sounding 
giddy, innocent, and occasionally 
off-key on purpose. It’s pretty won- 
derful either way, and this set has 
the feel of coming home after a big 
adventure.

kkk Roy Buchanan, SWEET 
DREAMS/THE ANTHOLOGY 
(Polydor). Here’s another edition 
of Polydor’s Chronicles series, 
double-disc sets that skimp on the 
liner notes and packaging niceties 
but not music. Buchanan spent the 
last years of his life recording for 
Alligator Records, finally returning 
to blues, the music he always 
loved. And you can hear the blues 
singing through the late guitarist’s 
‘60s and '70s performances here, 
in which even his pure-toned take 
on “Sweet Dreams” or something 
as alien to Buchanan as 
“Fly .. . Night Bird,” a fusion track 
forced on him by his producer, 
benefits from his emotional, true- 
to-the-gospel guitar vocabulary — 
a screaming, swelling, pleading 
musical variation on speaking in 
tongues. 

At other times, his raw emotion- 
alism takes his soloing closer to 
free jazz (check the dizzying guitar 
break in the middle of “Down by 
the River”). But the soul-searching 
“The Messiah Will Come Again” 
and numbers like “Five String 
Blues” put Buchanan in the con- 
text in which he should be remem- 
bered: blues guitar legend.

CLARINET QUINTETS (EcoClas- 
sics). What's a great grey owl doing 
on the cover of a classical album? 
The label, EcoClassics (“the envi- 
ronmentally sound choice”), has a 
mission. All the net profits from its 
recordings will be donated to 
nature conservation groups. 
(Should this disc also be rated 
PC?) Fortunately, these are affec- 
tionate and beautiful performances 
of two of the loveliest pieces of 
chamber music in the classical 
repertory. Both were late works, fre- 
quently and aptly described as 
“autumnal,” and both were inspired 
by great clarinet virtuosos. 

The clarinettist here, Mitchell 
Lurie, has been principal clarinet 
of both the Pittsburgh Symphony 
and the Chicago Symphony 
Orchestra.

(For that, you have to 
go back to the ancient 78s featur- 
ing the extraordinary British clar- 
inettist Reginald Kell, which have 
finally been transferred to CD on 
the Testament label.) If you don't 
know these works, this new 
recording is a fine and useful intro- 
duction, and you'd be giving your- 
self the additional pleasure of con- 
tributing to a good cause.

Taken 
from the Elizabeth von Armin 
novel, the movie is about four 
women who respond to an ad for a 
month's vacation in an Italian villa.

*&*&*kMALCOLM X (1992). In his 
determination to make an epic, 
Spike Lee sometimes mistakes 
excess for scale, redundancy for 
complexity, and polemics for poet- 
ry. Still, his portrait of Malcolm X is 
balanced, engaging, and ultimate- 
ly mysterious. His Malcolm is more 
a seeker than a demagogue, a 
man whose goal wasn't ideology 
but justice and truth. To that end, 
he went through many metamor- 
phoses, and Denzel Washington's 
performance captures not only the 
pain and triumph of these changes 
but the charismatic spirit that tran- 
scended them.

MARQUIS (1990). Based on 
Sade’s Justine, this film, set in the 
Bastille on the eve of the French 
Revolution, features the Marquis 
having a philosophical discussion 
with his animated, erect penis.
